Buil?'-~ costs still are such that 
no major hotel or apartment pro)- 
e s are contemplated and no re- 
lief is in sight. Under these condi- 
tions who is going o furnish equi- 
ty capital to erect adequate hous- 
ing for the thousands who must 
attend the fair to assure its suc- 
cess”? 

Nolte and Albanese, with Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, constitute the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment which, under the city char- 
ter, must approve any allocation 
of city funds, either by bond issue 
er direct appropriation. 

r’s Stand. 

The Mayor is on record in favor 
of a fair. He has said he prefers 
the Columbia Bottoms airport 
property as a site, but would “go 
along” on use of Forest Park and 
an adjoining area, as proposed by 
the fair planning organization, if 
the public desired it. Nolte and 
Albanese are strongly opposed to 
use of Forest Park, if a fair 
Should be decided on. 

“It is readily apparent.” Nolte 
said in his statement, “that a 
successful world’s fair in 1953 
would cost far more than the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition of 
1904. With the increased cost of 
federal, state and city govern- 
ments, I s¢riously doubt the abil- 
ity of the people of St. Louls to 
undertake such an expensive 
gamble. 

“A total of $94,910,000 in munici- 
pal bonds has been sold or author- 
ized, an all-time high. 
be derelict in my public trust if 
I failed to cali attention to the 
danger in adding further to this 
debt load. 

Fair of 1904. 

“There is no question that the 
fair of 1904 materially aided the 
prestige and development of St. 
Léuis. At that time, however, 
this country was embarking upon 
the greatest period of expansion 
in history and the world generally 
was solvent. 

“In reviewing the receipts and 
disbursements of the ouisiana 
Purchase Exposition Co., it is 
interesting to note that even 
under the ideal conditions of that 
era, the fair failed to support 
itself by $14,924,313.11. The fair 
grossed in actual revenue $12,- 
197,475.59. The digbu rs e 

ments amounted to $27,121,188, 
leaving a deficit of $14,924,313.11. 

“In order to promote the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition it was 
necessary to issue stock subscrip- 
tions of $5,000,000-of which $%4,- 
924,313.11 was collected. The city 
of St. Louls appropriated $5,000.- 
000 and the United States Govern- 
ment appropriated $5,000,000 with 
a provision that if the stockhold. 
ers or city of St. Louis were re- 
imbursed, the United States Gov- 
ernment would be reimbursed in 
direct proportion to the other two. 

' None of Funds Repaid. 

“Earnings of the exposition 
were such that none of these 
funds was repaid. Even before 
the fair opened it became neces- 
sary to borrow $4,600,000 from the 
United States and $483,000 from 
local banks. These sums were re- 
paid by the corporation.

OVER KASHMIR 


Delegates of Two Nations 
in Conflict Agree to 


Gandhi 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Jan, 17 
(UP)—The United Nations Secur- 
ity Council intervened in the In- 
dia-Pakistan dispute today and In- 
dia’s spokesman appealed for 
Moslem-Hindu peace in time to 
save the life of Mohandas K. 
Gandhi. 

The Council took two steps 
aimed at easing or halting the 
bloodshed and strife which have 
sent Gandhi into his “deathbed” 
fast. 

1.—It sent to India and Paki- 
stan urgent appeals for new 
steps, including appeals to the 
populace, designed to keep both 
sides from aggravating the trou- 
ble plaguing the newly inde- 
pendent states. 

2.—It appealed: informally to 
the delegates of both to confer 
over the weekend on a possible 
private settlement of the dispute 
over Kashmir — current focal 
point of the India-Pakistan dis- 


pute. 

Indian delegate N. Gopalaswami 
Ayyangar and Pakistan Foreign 
Minister Zafrullah Khan promptly 
agreed to the plan, indicating they 
would confer throughout Sunday 
and Monday in search of a solu- 
tion. 

Khan dndicated beforehand, 
however, that Pakistan may de- 
mand a U.N. police force for 
Kashmir to halt the fighting be- 
tween Indian army forces and 
Moslem raiders from Pakistan 
and the Punjab. 

Council Votes Recess. 

The Pakistan spokesman _ re- 
vealed that a proposal for such an 
international force already has 
been submitted by istan to 
Indian authorities and had been 
turned down. He told reporters 
following a five-hour appéal to the 
Council that Pakistan still ad- 
hered to the plan if attempts at 
more peaceable solution fail. 

Some delegates were skeptical 
when the Council recessed until 
Tuesday that the weekend Indian- 
Pakistan conference would produce 
results. They pinned more hope 
on the strongly-worded appeal to 
the capitals, Karachi and New 
Delhi, calling for “immediate” 
moves to calm the peoples of both 
nations, 

But Ayyangar said the situation 
was becoming graver and the fast 
of Gandhi—“the biggest man on 
earth”—had resulted in “a wave of 
feeling in India.” 

He agreed to the weekend con- 
ferences with Khan because “this 
wave of feeling must compel us 
to do the utmost in bringing about 
Hindu-Moslem unity.” 

Concern for Gandhi was also 
expressed by Khan, spade-bearded 
Moslem, who for five hours yes- 
terday and today laid before the 
Council a counter-charge to India's 
claim that Pakistan is respon- 
sible for the strife in Kashmir.

Dimitrov Indicates Greece 
May Be Included in 
Federation — Signs 
Treaty With Romania.

BUCHAREST, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
Georgi Dimitrov, Bulgaria’s Com- 
munist Premier, declared today 
the nations of eastern Europe will 
form a customs union and _ ulti- 
mately, “when the time is ripe,” 
a federation of states. 

He said talk of such a federa- 


tion is premature at present, and 
fadded: 

“But, when the time is ripe, 
then our peoples of the Pay 
democracies — Bulgaria, Alb 
Romania, Yugoslavia, Hungary, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and évéen 
Greece — will decide whether it 
shall be a federation or a confed- 
eration of states, and they will 
also decide the moment when it 
shall take the shape of a state.” 

Dimitrov, veteran of a stormy 
career in Communism, addressed 
Romanian and foreign journalists 
in his special train, which was to 
take him back to Sofia. He came 
here to sign a treaty of friend- 
ship and collaboration. 

Calls Treaty an “Alliance.” 

The network of treaties such 
as that signed here is preparing 
the way for the ultimate objec- 
tives, Dimitrov said. 

“When in yesterday’s speech I 
called these treaties alliances, I 
was not throwing out a chance 


word,” he declared. “I mean alli- 
ance, and we are allies. That is 


Bulgaria has signed with Albania,’ 
Yugoslavia and Romania, and it 
is the meaning of the treaties she 
will sign with Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary and Poland. We are 
allies de facto with the Soviet 
Union, with which no treaty has 
been signed. 


“We intend to co-operate eco- 


-| nomically and on an intense scale 


among ourselves and with the So- 
viet Union. 

“We intend to co-ordinate our 
plans so as to increase our eco- 
nomic potential and bring it up to 
the level of international ex- 
change, 

“We will prepare and conclude 
the customs union... a difficult 
project. 

“We want to trade with the 
western powers, but not with the 
international trusts or cartels. 

“But if we want it, it does not 
depend entirely on us. 

“If possible, we shall want, to 
trade with the United States, 
Great Britain, France and other 
western countries on the principle 
of complete equality.”

Record Profit Rate for Food 


Retail Chains and Processors 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
Retail food chains and corpora- 
tions have been earning the high- 
est rate of profit on investment 
since the Department of Agricul- 
ture started keeping records in 
1935, the Department reported to- 
day. 

The rate of operating profits, 
less provisions for federal taxes, 
as a percentage of investment, in- 
creased from 8 per cent in 1945 
to 18.3 per cent in 1946 for a 
group of eight retail chains, the 
department said in a marketing 
report, 

The profit rate for 43 food 
processing corporations increased 
from 8 per cent in 1945 to 12.7 per 
cent in 1946, the report said, add- 
ing that there has been little to 
indicate any change in 1947. 

The department said operating 
profits averaged 9.9 per cent of in- 
vestment for four tobacco corpora- 
tions in 1946, compared to 8.9 per 
cent in 1945. These rates were 


‘ 


said to be considerably lower than 
the companies earned in the 1936- 
40 period. 

Among food processing corpora- 
tions, the highest rate of profit on 
investment in 1946 was said to 
have been 20 per cent for baking 
companies, or nearly double the 
rate in 1945. The 1946 and ap- 
parently the 1947 profit rate was 
said to have been 18 per cent for 
grain-mill product companies, 10 
per cent for meat packers, 16 per 
cent for canning companies and 14 
per cent for dairy companies. 

Looking ahead into 1948, the de- 
partment said the farmer's share 
of the consumer's food, dollar is 
expected to hold at or near the 
1947 level of 53 per cent. Before 
1943 the highest farmer share was 
51 per cent. 

The department said it is possi- 
ble that food marketing costs will

FORMAL ACTION ON INDIA 


KONTSA ATTACK 
SUPPLIED FROM 
ACROSS BORDER 
COMMISSION SAYS 


Observers Describe Fight- 
ing in Area as Being ‘on 
Pattern of Warfare 
With Political Objec- 


tives.’ 


SALONIKA, Greece, Jan. 17 
(AP)—The United Nations Special 
Commission on the Balkans said 
today arms and supplies from Al- 
bania were furnished to guerrillas 
during their attack on Konitsa 
ast month. 

The statement was made in the 
commission’s sécond interim re- 
port to the United Nation General 
Assembly. The report was de- 
scribed as containing facts consid- 
ered significant in “the present 
period of tension” along the north- 
ern frontiers of Greece. 

The report accused both Albania 
and Bulgaria of failing to comply 
with the General Assembly’s reso- 
lution creating the commission 
‘and referred to the formal refusal 
by Albania to permit members of 
the commission to cross the Al- 
banian frontier. 

Report of Observers. 


Military observers stated in the 
report that “guerrillas had some 
backing beyond the ordinary lead- 
ership of their captains.” Opera- 
tions in the Konitsa area, the ob- 


j servers reported, must have been 


“carefully planned” and controlled 
by a central authority and it was 
believed that radio was used to 
direct the guerrillas. 


The report said “The nature of 
the fighting, particularly the con- 
certed attacks on Konitsa and 
the communications at Kapaki 
BiIM the stiff *#eistance to reliev- 
ing Greek national land and air 
fortes, did not in any way resem- 
blé guerrilla fighting. The opera- 
tions were more on the pattern of 
warfare between armies conducted 
with a political objective and with 
the intention to secure and hold 
ground.” 

Reports by witnesses that 
wounded guerrilla fighters were 
collected in villages near the 
frontier before being taken into 
Albania were supported by the 
observers who noted that very 
few wounded guerrillas were 
found elsewhere in the mountains. 

Doubt About Artillery. 

The observers, who were on the 
spot during the fighting, said they 
were unable to obtain direct evi- 
dence as to whether the artillery 
batteries which shelled Koni‘sa 
were near the border or inside 
Albania. 

The observers pointed out, how- 
ever, that if unexploded shells 
reveal the use of ordinary field 
pieces, then it would be unlikely 
that they had come from Greek 
mountain territory. 

“The conclusion might then be 
reached,” the report said, “that 
they were brought from motor 
roads south and southwest of 
Leskovic, Albania.” 

The report stated that due to 
the broken nature of the country 
and the wide dispersions of small 
forces, it was impossible to say 
definitely whether the guerrillas 
were moving through Albanian 
territory. 

The commission observers re- 
ported there were definite indica- 
tions that small quantities of guer- 
rilla clothing had been furnished 
from across the frontier, but they 
were not convinced that large 
quantities were being supplied. 

The observers said they were of 
the opinion that no food was 
being provided the guerrillas from 
across the border. 


Greek Government Forces Gain in 
Battle for Platonos. 

ATHENS, Jan. 17 (AP)-—Gov- 
ernment forces, using planes, 
tanks and artillery, were reported 
tonight to be gaining the upper 
hand in a fierce battle with guer- 
rillas for the town of Platonos. 
Guerrilla losses were described as 
extremely heavy. 

Platonos is approximately 20 
miles north of Patras in south 
central Greece. The battle, re- 
ports to Government sources said, 
was the second phase of guerrilla 
operations which started four 
days ago against Arakhova, a few 
miles to the north. 

Reports said there was “savage 
fighting on both sides.” But with 
the use of planes in clearing 
weather, the reports said, the tide 
turned in favor of Government 
troops which are graduajly forc- 
ing back a “large force” of 
guerrillas,

NEW YORK, Jan. 17—The re- 
port of President Truman's Air 
Policy Commission, made public 
this week, has been described au- 
thoritatively as a “landmark in 
aviation history.” It prescribed 
drastic changes and increased ex- 
penditures to expand military and 
civilian aviation facilities. 

Impressively entitled, “Survival 
in the Air Age,” the document is 
known informally as the “Finlet- 
ter report” in tribute to the guid- 
ing hand of the commission chair-| 
man, Thomas K. Finletter of: 
New York. 

The vital conclusions and rec- 
ommendations are set forth on 
fewer than 140 printed pages. 
Less than gix months was required 
for the intensive inquiry and re- 
search on which they were found- 
ed. 

Between Sept. & when formal 
hearings began, and Dec, 3, when 
the contents of the report were 
put to paper, the commission heid 
206 meetings. There were 96 open 
hearings, 65 executive sessions, 33 
luncheon meetings, five dinner 
meetings, and seven “miscellane- 
ous.” These figures, however, fail 
to reflect the actual size of the 
undertaking, completed in so rela- 
tively few weeks. 

A count of the list of witnesses 
appearing either in public or ex- 
ecutive sessions shows that more 
than 150 different speakers were 
heard. The list is like a who's 
whe in government, Military af- 
fairs and transport. The names 
of Cabinet officers, captains of in- 
dustry and military high com- 
mand, both Army and Navy, are 
included. The emphasis, of course, 
was on experts in the filela of 
aviation and related activities. 


Tours of Airport Plants, 


The commission did not limit 
functions to committee-room hear- 
ings. Ona flying trip in the pres- 
idential airplane, Independence, 17 
aircraft establishments were visit- 
ed in the week of Oct. 5. Stops 
included Dayton, Indianapolis, 
Wichita, San Diego and other Cal- 
ifornia cities, and Seattle. Then 
the group returned nonstop to 
Washington. 

On another flight in the Presi- 
dent's plane, members of the com- 
mission inspected four eastern air- 
craft centers in one day. ,Mean- 
while, on Oct. 21, they jointed the 
Congressional Air Policy Commis- 
sion on the aircraft carrier Mid- 
way to witness first-hand a dem- 
onstration of aerial tactics at sea. 
It was only after these prelimi- 
naries that the commission was 
prepared with facts to begin draft- 
ing the report. 

Some of the startling conclu- 
sions may be due in part to the 
unusual circumstances that 
neither Fineletter nor other mem- 
bers of the five-man body were air 
specialists. All were eminently 
qualified by previous experience 
in public affairs, and at the same 
time, they were permitted to ap- 
proach problems peculiar to avia- 
tion with singular objectivity. 

President Truman's directive to 
members left no doubt as to the 
gigantic proportions of the under- 
taking. He said in part: 

“The Air Policy Commission 
should study ... such questions 
as the current and future needs 
of American aviation, 
commercial air transportation and 
the utilization cf aircraft by the 
armed services; the nature and 
type, and extent of aircraft and 
air transportation industries that 
are desirable or essential to our 
national security and welfare; 
methods of encouraging needed 
developments in the aviation and 
air transportation industry; and 
improved organization and pro- 
cedures of the Government that 
will assist it in handling aviation 
matters efficiently and in public 
interest.” — 

Background of Finletter. 

Finletter, designated as chair- 
man by President Truman, is a 
member of the New York law 
firm of Coudert Brothers. He 
temporarily abandoned his prac- 
tice to devote full time to the task 
of diagnosing the nation's future 
air needs. 

He served as special assistant 
to Secretary of State Corde!) Hull 
from 1941 to 1944 and later as con- 
sultant to the American delegation 
at the United Nations conference 
at San Francisco. He lectured in 
law at the University of Pennsy!l- 
vania and wrote the widely cir- 
culated book: “Can Representative 
Government Do the Job?” 

Two other commission members 
made Washington their residence 
during the six-month interval for 
concentrated study of air prob- 
lems of present and future. They 
were George P. Baker, Harvard 
professor of transportation, and 
John A. McCone, wealthy West 
— shipbuilder and industria]- 


Baker moved to the capital from 
Cambridge, Mass., to take over his 
duties as vice chairman. Pre- 
viously, he had served as a Gov- 
ernment consultant and vice chair- 
man of the Civil Aeronautics 

He represented the Unit- 
ed States at the air rights con- 
ference at Bermuda. Of the mem- 
bers, Baker alone had been con-

McCone Studied Security Phase. 

McCone had been drafted from 
Los Angeles to serve ag an ad- 
viser to the commission. His 
task was to conduct the re- 
search on the chapter of the re- 
port devoted to national security 
matters. When Henry Ford II 
submitted his resignation from 
the group shortly after appoint- 
ment, McCone was named in his 
place, 

He devoted his full energies to 
completion of the first vital chap- 
ter of the report—"“Air Power and 
the Nationa] Security.” It is this 
section that concludes American 
air forces are inadequate for de- 
fense and atomic attack by a for- 
eign power might be carried out 
successfully in five years. It rec- 
ommended stepping up production 
of military craft and increasing 
expenditures for air forces. 

Other members of the commis- 
sion were Palmer Hoyt, publisher 
of the Denver Post, and Arthur 
D. Whiteside, president of Dun & 
Bradstreet, New York. Whiteside 
had served ag vice chairman: of 
the War Production Board, and 
as an adviser to the War Produc- 
tion Board. Both virtually com- 
muted by air between Washington 
and their respective homes during 
the intensive inquiry. 

Efficiency of Commission. 

The efficiency with which the 
organization operated from the 
start is readily evident from the 
chronology of opening events. 

Immediately after appointment 
July 18, Chairman Finletter and 
Baker met at Washington to agree 
on a working program and the 
way to launch it, 

By the time the full commission 
first met July 29, the schedule was 
in outline form. 8. Paul Johnson, 
director of the Institute of Aero- 
nautical Sciences, next day was 
appointed executive director of the 
Air Policy Commission. A board 
of advisers to serve each division 
of research then was established. 

McCone remained charged, de- 
spite his elevation to the commis- 
sion, with national security af- 
fairs. Charles H. Colvin, aeronau- 
tical engineer, was selected for 
aircraft industry matters. Grover 
Loening, pioneer airplane manu- 
facturer, was available for advice 
on research and development. 

Edward 8. Prentice and Richard 
F. Cook, specialists in the respec- 
tive fields, were “borrowed” from 
the State Department as advisers 
on details related to civil aviation 
and to government organization 
procedures. Those five subdi- 
visiona ultimately became the 
chapter headings in the fina] re- 
port, 

Johnston then established an 
administrative staff, members of 
which were available for consulta- 
tion on call. Army, Navy. and 
Commerce departments supplied 
liaison officers. Legal and editor- 
ial advisers, research assistants 
and industrial and governmental 
authorities were at hand to sup- 
ply special information. : 

Written Testimonies. 

Until the machinery began to 
function, commission members 
conferred informally with heads of 
the National Military Establish- 
ment, Departments of State and 
Commierce, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board and the Bureau of the 
Budget. Written statements of 
opinion were obtained on speci- 
fied subjecta from prospective 
witnesses who later would appear 
before the commission. 

Thus, when the hearings began 
in September, members of the 
commission were well grounded in 
their subject. Most expert testi- 
mony was brief as the speaker 
already had expressed his views 
in writing. The oral part of pro- 
ceedings in that manner was lim- 
ited to questions and answers di- 
rected at clarifying or expanding 
a previously considered point. 

All of McCone’s time was de- 
voted to the discussion of national 
security affairs which also occu- 
pied much of Finletter’s attention. 
He kept a finger in the other pies, 
responsibility for which rested on 
the divided supervision of Baker, 
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of America’ — Re- 
places News Special- 
ists.

Firat, most of the detailed, up- 
to-the-eminute information about 
world affairs which is needed for 
the running of an overseas news 
or propaganda service must come 
from the career diplomats in the 
State Department and the foreign 
service, because they are the only 
people who have that information. 
They also are almost the only 
ones who know what United 
States foreign policy is.

Thus the foreign information 
service director might know how

Much Confusion Caused.

not only was out of touch with 
American foreign policy, more- 
over, but also was out of sympa- 
thy with it, and was inclined to 
take a hand at running a foreign 
policy of his own. This caused 
much confusion and general silli- 
ness both at home and abroad. 


Second, many,-if not most, of 
the people who reported and com- 
mented on the material given out 
by the foreign {nformation direc- 
tor were skeptical, too. A large 
proportion of these reporters and 
commentators knew a good deal 
more about world affaira than the 
informatipn director did. They 
also knew that the director did not 
enjoy the ¢onfidence of the State 
Department and the foreign serv- 
ice. They, therefore, doubted the 
value of much of the material the 
director gave out, and treated it 
accordingly. 


Allen will be strong on both 
these scores where his predeces- 
sors have been weak. 


The other career diplomats in 
the State Department and foreign 
service will. support him because 
they Know.he understands their 
operations and their problems, 
and writers and radio men will 
assume that he understands for- 
eign affairs and American foreign 
policy and, in this sense, knows 
what he is talking about.

SHARING OF FATS 


Strikes Ended After 
Pledge of Aid From 
Other Areas — Future 
Difficulties Foreseen, 


DUESSELDORF, Germany, Jan. 
17 (AP)—Ruhr factory chimneys 
were smoking again today after a 
series of strikes, but new “hunger 
walkouts,” and even riots, were 
predicted in food-short western 


| Germany. 


Strikers in the industrial heart 
of Europe returned to work after 
promises of other western German 
states to share their fat rations, 
How long the men would stay ap- 
peared to depend on how soon 
promised rations increases reached 
their dinner pails. 

Diversion of such rations to the 
Ruhr was expected to produce 
critical shortages in other areas, 
with the possibility that strikes 
and perhaps disorders would 
spread to the American zone. 

The diversion meant, for in- 
stance, that Frankfurt, the bizonal 


capital, would have to ship the 
Ruhr probably half of its 15 tons 
of meat for this week, Frankfurt 
needs 180 tons a week to feed ita 
600,000 population a small ration. 


Veteran Ruhr labor leaders 
said they expected no more walk- 
outs against food shortages im- 
mediately, but declared that if 
there is a collapse in the fat- 
sharing agreement they would call 
more strikes aad “we will bring 
the miners out with us.” 

The labor leaders will meet Fri- 
day to discuss the situation fur- 
ther. Coal miners of the Ruhr, 
whose labors are a key factor tn 
the recovery of Europe, stayed on 
the job this week when 160,000 
workers at Duisburg, Muelheim, 
Dinslaken, Essen, Oberhausen and 
Solingen walked out at various 
times in short-lived strikes. 

British officials said. they agreed 
with German trade union leaders 
that the strikes were motivated 
by food conditions, and were not 
inspired by Communists, Commu- 
nist activity was confined to “rid- 
ing the coattails” of the unrest, 
these officials said. 

German food experts said they 
could do little to induce German 
farmers to bring their cattle to 
the slaughtering houses to provide 
the fat and meat urgently needed. 
The farmers have been holding 
back for fear there will be a cur- 
rency change which would leave 
quantities of old marks on their 
hands. The Germans have been 
urging Allied military authorities 
to give them central police powers 
to enforce food collection. 

Without meat coming 
market the Germans seemed 
likely to get little in the next few 
months but American-imported 
bread and cereals. 
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Develops Nausea, Re. 
port He Is Weaker. 


NEW DELHI, Jan. 17 (UP) — 


a day during which he told fol- 
lowers he was on his deathbed 
and in a feeble voice pleaded for 
reunion of the independent do- 
minions of India and Pakistan. 

Deapite the nausea and his in- 
creasing weakness, the 78-year-old 
Gandhi asked his attendants to 
recite for him from Hindu scrip- 
tures the classic Ramayana, na- 
tional epic poem of Hindus and 
the Bhagavad-Gita. 

His doctors advised him to end 
his fast quickly. Their evening 
bulletin said he “is definitely 
weaker and has begun to feel 
heavier in the head. This is signifi- 
cant in view of the fact his kid- 
neys are not functioning well. Our 
opinion is that it would be most 
undesirable to let the fast con- 
tinue. It is our duty to tell the 
people of all communities to take 
immediate steps to produce the 
requisite conditions for ending the 
fast.” 

Crisis in 36 Hours Foreseen. 

Gandhi's personal physician, Dr. 
Shushila Mayar, said that perma- 
nent organic injuries were very 
likely to occur if the fast is kept 
up much longer. Dr. B. C. Roy, 
another attending physician, said 
that Gandhi could continue fasting 
for 36 hours more without facing 
a crisis but thereafter his life 
would be in danger. 

But the frail spiritual leader 
seemed determined to continue his 
effort to bring peace to the tur- 
bulent subcontinent, 

“I believe in what I am doing, 
in all the humility and purity of 
the purpose of non-violence and 
God's will,” he said at tonight’s 
prayer meeting. “Your action must 
be based on nnadulterated truth, 
without which nothing lasts.” 

Appeal to Pakistan. 

Gandhi, in his appeal for a re- 
united India, was barely able to 
speak over a microphone for a few 
moments. He pleaded that Pakis- 
tan give up its new status and 
join India in a single state. 

“If the people of Pakistan or re- 
sponsible authorities do not run 
the state properly, they may lose 
Pakistan,” Gandhi said. “I have 
no hesitation in saying that Pakis- 
tan will have to atone for its sins. 

“I do not want to bring pres- 
sure on Pakistan for a union with 
India, Willingly and of its own 
accord Pakistan should rejoin In- 
dia, 

“Now that I am on my death- 
bed, I do not want to hurt anyone. 
But if the people of Pakistan feel 
hurt at what I say—even though 
it be the truth-—. will fail in my 
duty if I don't say what I feel. 

“If L say anything untrue 1 may 
be told and I am prepared to 
withdraw it. My fast is not politi- 
cal. This is prompted by faith. 
This is done to quench the flame 
that is consuming my soul within. 

His plea for a united India was 
in keeping with feelings he has 
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expressed in his long struggle | for 


years since he became 18, and 
thus may be out of touch with 
America, and he is no expert on 
information techniques.

These points were: 

1, Hindus to fraternize with 
Moslems on the next Mohamme- 
dan festival as in the old days.

by the Federa! Bureau of Investi- 
gation, it was learned yesterday. 
The FBI, brought in for a sur- 


vey last year by H. Sam Priest, | 


ee yore of the board, previously 
ad reported that only 50 per cent 
of the crimes committed in St. 
Louis were being reported to cen- 
tral headquarters, and further 
study and compilation of figures 
from the records reveal remark- 
able increases in certain classifi- 
cations of crime. 

The tendency to suppress crime 
mews, which gave a false picture 
of the true loca! crime -situation, 
has been ascribed by police offi- 
cials to the belief that by showing 
a “clean” district some police com- 
manders felt that the reputation of 
their particular district, and the 
police department as a whole, was 
enhanced. 

283 Pct. Rise in Assaults. 


Aggravated assaults increased 
283 per cent between 1945 and 
1945 under the new and correct 
system of reporting of crimes, al- 
though this classification had pre- 
viously been showing a yearly 
@ecrease, Even thia large percent- 
age increase does not show the 
complete picture, because many 
old reports, known to exist from 
police “blotter” notations or record 
room filings, could not be found, 
it was said. ‘ 

While the over-all increase in 
crime amounts to more than 25 
per cent in St. Louis, which co- 
incides with J. Edgar Hoover's 
figure of a 17 per cent nation-wide 
increase, the increases in some 
classifications of crime have 
jumped to dizzy figures under the 
new system of reporting. The 
FBI director’s 17 per cent figure 
was for rural areas and smal! 
towns, where there is less crime 
generally, as well as for metro- 
politan areas, where crime is 
heavier. 

Burglary reports, according to a 
graph compiled at Police Head- 
quarters, went along on a fairly 
even keel through 1937 to 1940 and 
in 1941 took a jump and then fell 
off toa record low in 1945. Through 
1946, burglary continued low until 
the last quarter, when the FBI 
survey was made ard the new 
system started. Then the graph 
jumped 46% per cent for the three- 
month period. 

Reached Peak Under Mitchell. 

The -“soft-pedaling” of certain 
types of crime reports seemed to 
reach its peak under the regime 
of James J. Mitchell, chief of po- 
lice until December 1946, when he 
was demoted to a captaincy after 
differences over administration 
policies with members of the Po- 
lice Board. Mitchell was captain 
in the old Eighth Police District 
when it was abolished because 
“there was no crime there.” The 
FBI survey found that there was 
plenty of crime there and the 
present Police Board has ex- 
pressed a wish that the district 
had never been abandoned. 

As the picture on the crime situ- 
ation clears under a uniform sys- 
tem of reporting crimes and care- 
ful keeping of statistics, it appears 
that some district commanders 
would have a crime such as a 
burglary reported to’ them by 
their men. The commanders would 
figure the crime was inconsequen- 
tigl,* “not much was taken,” and 
there were no clues, so “what was 
the use of reporting it down at 
headquarters.” 

The preliminary reports in long- 
hand of the beat patrolmen Would 
be filed in the captain’s or lieu- 
tenant's desk. Besides, it was rea- 
soned, the police district that 
looked best on paper down at 
headquarters was one that had no 
unsolved crimes against it. With 
clean districts, the commander felt 
that he also was helping the over- 
all reputation of the entire depart- 
ment. . 

No Suppression of Murder. 

The FBI survey reported that all 
classifications of crime had been 
suppressed to some extent except 
in murder and automobile theft. 
One cannot conceal a murder and 
an automobile cannot just disap- 
pear into thin air without any rea- 
son, it was apparent, and the sta- 
tistics of the St. Louis department 
bore out this reasoning. 

Chairman Priest first detected 
something wrong with the police 
department methods of reporting 
crimes by inspecting the auto 
theft records which he found were 
on the increase while other crimes 
which could be suppressed, by- 
passed, or pigeoned-holed, had 
been dropping consistently. Sus- 
._pecting something wrong, Priest 
formally requested the FBI sur- 
vey and the results of a full year 
of careful atiention to the corréct 
statistics on crime are just now 
coming fully into the light. 

“Auto thefts are one of the 
things that cannot be disguised,” 
Priest said. “Insurance companies 
and owners just don't let a car 
vanish without any fecord, and 
so truthful reporting was forced 
on the department in that classi- 
fication, which climbe@ from 1942 
to 1946 in percentage while other 
crimes were decreasing.” 

Some observers believe that the 
old practice of “down-grading” 
crimes in districts or pigeon-hol- 
ing them in the bottom drawer of 
the district captain's desk to dem- 
onstrate a “lily-white” district has 
reacted unfavorably on the police 
department. Recently, articles 
calling atteption to the low sal- 
aries paid police officers—St. 
Louis stands at the bottom of the 
list of 14 cities of comparable size 
were answered by some seg- 
ments of the public who claimed 
the police “didn't do anything to 
earn their salaries anyway,” and 
pointed to low crime statistics.

Marshall Plan Is Not 


Prince Peter and Princess Irene, 
seeking to “awaken the American 
public to the needs of Greece,” will 
deliver a joint report on Gresce 
in-a lecture tonight before the 
Liberal Forum at the Y.M.H.A., 
Union boulevard and Enright ave- 
nue. \ 

A lawyer by training and an 
anthropologist by choice, the 39- 
year-old prince said he embarked 
on the Igecture tour with his wife 
“because if the Marshall plan is 
not adopted, a major war may 
result.” 

His Russian-born wife, who said 
she would open the discussion on 
Greek culture and then would in- 
troduce her husband, who will de- 
liver the main part of the address, 


declared that Communists would 


dominate Europe all the way to) 


the Atlantic if American aid was | 
not forthcoming. 

Principal needs of Greece are 
money and pack artillery for 
mountain warfare, said the prince, 
who fought in the war as an in- 
fantry major. “Our Prime Min- 
ister does not want American 
troops and I feel that we can de- 
feat the guerrillas withoyt Ameri- 
can soldiers,” he declared. 

Battléfield of Democracy. 

“We consider the Marshall plan 
so very important,” he continued, 
“Greece is a battlefield of the 
forces opposing each other in the 
postwar world. We regard the 
fighting in Greece as a struggle 
between democratic forces and 
Communist forces. Our govern- 
ment, you remember, was elected, 
with the Ufiited Nations super- 
vising the elections!’ 

The guerrillas, he said, control 
only scattered, mountain areas... If 
American aid had not been re- 
ceived, Greece already would be 
Communist-dominated, he as- 
serted. 

Speaking without noticeable ac- 
cent, the prince was interviewed 
with his wife at the Park Plaza 
Hotel, where they are staying. He 
also speaks Danish, Greek, Italian, 
Russian ahd French. His wife, 


who moved to France with her 
family after the Russian revolu- 


tion began, speaks English with 
a French accent. 

They met in Paris and were 
married in Jerusalem in. 1939. 
Their lecture tour will take them 
to all parts of the United Siates. 
It is his first visit to this country 
and her second. They tried hot 
dogs for the first time at a stand 
in Times Square and /were pleas- 
antly surprised to discover that a 
Greek-American operated the busi- 
ness. The prince received many 
surprises when he found that 
many Greeks operate restaurants 
in the United States. ; 

Tibetan Expedition Planned. 

When they finish their lecture 
tour, the prince and princess plan 
to join the third Danish Central 
Asia expedition to Tibet and Turk- 
estan. He will study family gr- 
ganizations in that part of the 
world and she will concern her- 
self with religions. 

Auburn-haired and 40 years old, 
the princess is striking in. appear- 
ance and dress. She wore a long, 
black wool, satin and silk dress, 
set off by two turquoise and, dia- 
mond clips, with matching ear- 
rings and ring. When they posed 
for photographers and a St. Louis 
host mentioned that the prince 
has “thinning” brown hair, the 
princess grew concerned and said 
she might make her husband go 
hatless to keep his remaining hair 
from falling out. He said it was 
a family trait and going without a 
hat wouldn’t help. 


The prince is a first cousin of 
King Paul of Greece and a cousin 
of Philip Mountbatten, husband 
of Princess Elizabeth. Prince Pe- 
ter has a law degree from the 
University of Paris and studied 
anthropology at the London School 
of Economics. His wife described 
herself as a “commoner—just like 
you are.” 

Last night. they were dinner 
guests of Mrs. Thomas M. Sayman 
at her home, 5399 Lindel] boule- 
vard. A Webster College student, 
Miss Catherine Englesou, who 
was born in the Dodecanese Is- 
lands, sang Greek songs,

postwar crime wave. 


Meanwhile, the Board of Police 
Commissioners. has been faced 
with a seeming general reluctance 
on the part of qualified young men 
to enter the department ranks. 
The low salaries paid-St. Louis 
firemen of comparable rank make 
about $50. more a month than a 
police officer—are regarded as one 
deterrent. Out of queries sent to 
500 prospective applicants, only 
200 replied as being mildly inter- 
ested. 

While the board struggles with 
the problem of obtaining a salary 
increase for their men to meet 
the high cost of living, Police In- 
spector Curtis Brostron is making 
Plans for the establishment of 
two training schools again this 
year. He will start off the train- 
ing program with a commander's 
conference in March, preliminary 
to gstablishment of the schools, 
one for recruits and the other for 
in-service training of present 
members of the department. 


The psychology division of 
Washington University is aiding 
the department in the prepara- 
tions for the recruit. training. 
Mock trials in real courtrooms 
and simulated auto accidents un- 
der actual conditions on the street 
will be part of the enlarged 
course, Brostron said. 

Another phase of the stream- 
lining has been under the direc- 
tion of Detective Sergeant Andrew 
Ayiward of the bureau of records. 
Each day the punch card system 
under his direction supplies Chief 
of Police Jeremiah O’Connell and 
Chief of Detectives Leonard L. 
Murphy, as well as other top ad- 
ministrative officers, with com- 
plete data on all districts down to 
the last man.

Four Men Held for Ques- 
tioning in Murder of 
Alice Shryock Released 
After Tests. 


An automatic pistol believed to 
have been the weapon used in

The weapon was found in the.

The pista] is of Spanish manu- 
facture and is described as a 
“pistolette” of .635 millimeter size, 
comparable to a .25-calibre Amavi- 
can pistol. It was put threugh two 
tests, one by the St. Loufs Police 
Department and the other by the 
Missouri State Highway Depart- 
ment dn their Jefferson City 
laboratories. 

Experts in both departments 
stated they were of the opinion it 
was the same weapon used in 
the Shryock murder. Further 
tests are being made, however, at 
Jefferson City. 

Four men, held for questioning 
by the St. Louis Police, State High- 
way Patrol and St. Louis county 
sheriff’s office, were released yes- 
terday after they satisfactorily 
underwent lie detector tests. The 
men were questioned as to their 
movements between April 3 and 6, 
1946, when the girl was killed. All 
four denied knowing the girl or 
anything about the murder, but 
freely admitted they had access 
to the plato] at about the time of 
the killing. 

The girl’s father, John E, Shry- 
ock, also submitted voluntarily to 
a lie detector test yesterday, po- 
lice reported. Results of the test 
were negative. There was nothing 
to indicate he had anything to do 
with her death. . 

The renewed investigation of 
the murder case began Jan. 6 
when State Highway Patrolman 
P. H. Updegraff arrested Linvell 
J. Forester, 26 years old, a laborer, 
and found the Spanish pistol and 
a .25 caliber Colt automatic in the 
automobile which had:been report- 
ed stolen. Forester confessed 
at Farmington, Mo., where he was 
taken for queationing, that he had 
stolen the weapons and a quantity 
of whisky in the burglary of a 
tavern at 2200 South Third street, 
last Dec, 26. 

At Farmington, Demetrie Kab- 
baz, 32 years old, manager of De- 
metrie’s Third Street Tavern, 
identified the two pistols ag hav- 
ing been stolen in the burglary 
of his establishment. Kabbaz, 
who lives at 3147 Geyer avenue, 
supplied Detective Lt. Michael 
Quinlisk of .St. Louis and Sgt. 
Walter Grammer of the State Pa- 
trol, with the names of former 
bartenders and employes who, in 
1946, had access to the pistol 
which had been kept in a drawer 
back of the bar. 

Kabbaz and a number of em- 
ployes told police the weapon had 
been around the tavern for several 
years. Charles Kabbaz, 1018 Hick- 
ory street, a brother, of the man- 
ager, related that he purchased 
the pistol in July, 1945, from 
James Jenkins, 618 Geyer avenue. 

Satisfied that the pistol was in 
the possession of the tavern at the 
time of the killing, which has 
never been solved although scores 
of suspects have been arrested or 
questioned, the police began an in- 
tensive investigation of activities 
of former employes of the tavern 
who might have been able to take 
the pistol from the bar around the 
time of the murder,

Extensive Organizing Drive Will Be Made) 
. Before Petition for Election Is 
Presented to NLRB. 


Tt Will Be Conducted by Pubs 
lic Safety Committee of 
‘Board of Aldermen. 


A public hearing on Bills for 
the control of: fly ash and other 
forms of air pollution, pending in 
the Board of Aldermen, will be 
held on Feb. 13 in Room 208 of 
City Hall, it was announced yes- 
terday by George W. Hartman, 
secretary of the board. 

The hearing will be conducted 
by the board's Public Safety Com- 
mittee, to which the bills were re 
ferred, They were introduced on 


Sept. 19 by Alderman Carl W. 
Guetschow, Republican, of the 
Twenty-third Ward. The one con- 
cerning fly ash is in the form of 
an amendment to the present anti- 
smoke ordinance. The other, re- 
lating only to other forms of air 
pollution, is separate and would 
give jurisdiction to the Health 
Division. 

Both bills were approved by the 
Manufacturers’ and _ Legislatign 
Committees of the Chamber of 
Commerce, subject to three rec- 
ommended amendmenta to the fiy 
ash bill and a suggestion that re- 
search into the principal causes 
of air pollution be continued. 

The proposed amendments to 
the fly ash control measure, which 
were suggested by James L. Ford 
Jr., former chairman of the St. 
Louis Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee, were: 

That the measure be made 
applicable to all types of fuel 
combustion, instead of singling 
out coal burned in suspension. 

That the bill provide a two- 
| year period for compliance, 
That a clause be inserted to 
| provide that 85 per cent effi- 
cient compliance with regula- 
tions of the measure be consid- 
ered adequate. 

The committees took no action 
on the recommendation by An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., that alder- 
manic action on the fly ash con- 
trol bill be delayed pending a two- 
year survey to determine the 
chief eauges of fly aah. The brew- 
ery had, through a representative, 
offered to contribpte $15,000 to the 
city to be applied toward the costs 
of such a survey. 

He estimated the cost of a full 
research program into the subject 
at from $80,000 to: $100,000, and 
suggested that other industries 
might be solicited for further con- 
tributions in view of the city’s fi- 
nancial situation.

Funds will be raised 
from union members on a strictly voluntary 
basis and will be distributed by national 
and local political organizations designed to 
be legally separated from the trade union 
organizations but actually in most instances 
having the same leadership. This is some- 
what like the business practice of having 
interlocking or identical directorships to 
permit a subsidiary to do what is legally 
forbidden to the parent corporation. 

A political war chest of $18,000,000 has 
sometimes heen mentioned as the total cam- 
paign fund sought by the organized labor 
leaders. This calculation is based on the

Labor’s Major Strategy 
To Get Out Big Union Vote. 


The 1946 congressional and state elec- 
tions were a lesson to the labor union lead- 
ers. Senators, Representatives, Governors 
and members of the state legislatures elected 
that year included enough ‘‘anti-labor” law- 
makers to pass national and state statutes 
restricting labor union activities. In the 
cane of the Taft-Hartley law, enough “‘antl- 
labor’ Republicans and Democrats were 
elected to enact this bill over President 
Truman's veto. 

Organized labor spokesmen now admit 
that they fell down on the job in the 1946 
elections. The total was only 35,000,000 
voters. Their major strategy this year is 
to get union members to “Register and 
Vote.” The goal, like that of the Democratic 
National Committee, is 65,000,000 voters. 

There will be five major organizations 
in the field this year. The AFL, which 
claims a membership of 8,000,000, has or- 
ganized “‘Labor's League for Political Edu- 
eation.”’ under the chairmanship of Presi- 
dent William Green. The CIO, claimin 
6.900.000 members, will continue Its “‘Pollft- 
ical Action Committee,’ with Jack Kroll as 
national director. The 18 standard rallroad

IR-BORNE bacterial war, once no more 
A than a theoretical possibility, has been 

waged successfully against laboratory 
animals. That fact is made abundantly 
clear in a recently published technical mon- 
ograph describing experiments ‘performed 
undér closely controlled laboratory condl- 
tions at a United States Army Chemical 
Warfare Service installation at Camp De- 
trick, Md. 


Whether anybody has found out how 
to bridge the gap between the laboratory 
and military operations was not disclosed. 
The President's Air Policy Commission 
in its report last Tuesday, however, de- 
clared that “in an all-out attack on the 
United States the possibility that (bac- 
terial warfare weapons) may be used 
should not be overlooked."’ 

The American Association of Scientific 
Workers fears that bacterial warfare weap- 
ons soon will be a part of the arsenal of 
every nation. The Association should know 
what it is talking about. The head of its 
New York branch is Dr, Theodor Rosebury, 
the man who directed the Camp Detrick 
research and wrote most of the monograph. 

With a sense of urgency stemming from 
the fact that some 33 diseases have been 
listed officially as “‘possihly suitable” for 
bacterial warfare, the Association has 
asked the United Nations to do something 
about eliminating this potential weapon of 
mass destruction. Thus far, the United 

Nations has taken no action. 

Previously on the record, says the Asso- 
ciation, was the fact that any competent 
bacteriologist anywhere in the world can 
make a routine preparation of one virus, 
a liter of which, when sprayed into the 
air, would have sufficient theoretical 
strength to infect something like 20,000,000 
persons with psittacosis, a disease which is 
a form of pneumonia and sometimes is fatal 
to man. : 

Publication of the Rosebury monograph 
adds to the record the fact that the Camp 
Detrick scientists were able to make air- 
borne clouds containing large concentrations 
of the germs which cause glanders

Glanders, comparatively common among 
horses and mules, but also occurring in 
man, causes swelling and hardening of the 
glands in the jaw and ulceration of mucous 
membranes; tularemia, or rabbit fever, has 
symptoms resembling those of typhoid fever. 

The Rosebury book, published by the 
Williams & Wilkins Co, for the American 
Society of Bacteriologists, is not a blueprint 
for bacterial warfare. Though the experi- 
ments described were obviously undertaken 


with that end in mind, possible applications 


of the work to bacterial warfare are never 
mentioned, nor is the term itself. 


‘For the benefit of scientists who are try- 
ing to find ways to combat such common 
air-borne diseases as influenza and diph- 
theria, the book recounts the Camp Detrick 
investigations with a small group of viru- 
lent germs which can be cultivated in a 
laboratory with relative ease. In a series of 
experiments the scientists determined the 
best methods of making virulent clouds 
and approximately how many germs of each 
disease had to be sprayed into the enclosed 


chamber in order to infect each exposed 


animal. 


Germ Clouds Are Sprayed 
And Test Animals Infected. 
Methods employed were relatively simple. 


Solutions containing the germs were sprayed 
with an atomizer much like an artist’s air 


brush: into a cylinder in which the animals 
were exposed to the germ clouds for periods 


averaging about 10 minutes. The acientists 
then kept the animals for periods ranging 
up to three weeks, counting how many had 
been infected, how many died from the in- 
fection and how many escaped. 


A major phase of the project was the de- 
velopment of methods of making virulent 
clouds. Most bacteria and viruses die when 
they are exposed to air. Consequently, the 
scientists had to find a way to protect the 
germs from the air and keep them alive 
long enough for the animals to inhale them. 
It was done by spraying into the air with 
the germs such common bacteriological sub- 
stances as broth extract and solutions of

The scientists found that the most suc- 
cessful. lethal disease agents tested, both 
from the standpoint of potency and of abil- 
ity to survive spraying into the air, were the 
germs which cause glanders and psitta- 
cosis. Tularemia organisms were used suc- 
cessfully, but turned out to be unreliable 
and difficult to handle. 

Better, on the potency-survival in- 
dex, were the bacteria which cause a variety 
of undulant fever, a disease with symptoms 
resembling th@se of malaria which is rarely 
fatal but is painful and persistent. Pre- 
sumably, an attacking army might use the 
bacteria to incapacitate the defenders, with- 
out killing them. 

Thus far, no one has tried out bacterial 
werfare in actual military operations and 
its precise effectiveness is consequently un- 
known, By the same token, defenses against 
bacterial warfare are an unknown quantity. 
They might include ultra-violet rays, im- 
munization, and development of methods of 
breaking up the air-borne clouds. 

The American Association of Sclentific 
Workers thinks none of those possible de- 
fenses would be of much value. Its im- 
possible to immunize everybody against all 
possible diseases, the group points out, par- 
ticularly since no vaccines have been de- 
veloped yet to combat some of them, Aas 
for such fixed defenses as ultra-violet rays 
and breaking up of clouds, it would not 
be much of a trick for a saboteur or an 
airplane to spread the germs in places 
where there were no defenses. 

Bacterial weapons, the Association 
points out, may be fully as effective as 
atomic bombs, but, unlike atomic bombs, 
they can be produced by small groups of 
men working in little laboratories. 

An Association statement declares: *‘Bac- 
terial warfare ... could be used to destroy 
men, animals or plants selectively—or 
merely make them useless, and, if desired, 
perhaps only temporarily. It is the pre- 
eminent terror weapon, because its effects 


would always be delayed, and because it 
would employ strange or altered or artifi- | 
clally combined diseases.

The traffic operates under 71 bilateral 
agreements signed since V-E day by nearly 
all governments of Eastern and Western 
Europe, including the Anglo-American ahd 
French occupation zones in Germany. These 
figures are declared to be approximately 
correct by State Department specialists in 
European commerce. 


Thus is borne out a confident pro- 
nouncement uttered just before his resig- 
nation by William L. Clayton, former 
Under Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs. At a press conference last Oct. 
8 Clayton asserted that the flow of trade 
between Oriental and Occidental Europe 
has been so deeply channeled by centuries 
of use as to amount to a process of na- 
ture, which men are no more able to 


dam forever than they can cancel the 
force of gravity. He predicted that the | 
age-old traffic would be resumed the | 
moment surplus output arrived on both 
sides of the Stettin-Trieste boundary. 


Because the Soviet Union and its satellites | 
enjoyed surplus production of foodstuffs in 
1947, and because several of the democratic 
nations have achieved a degree of indus- 
trial recovery, the East-West trade reached 
new heights during the last three months 
of the year. Broadly speaking, Eastern 
Europe produces food and raw materials, 
while the specialty of Western Europe is 
manufactured goods, Therefore, the two 
regions complement each other and are 
mutually dependent, 


Inter-regional trade has grown from a 
trickle to a freshet because it is a mutual 
advantage. As soon as it could operate, 
economic self-interest proved able to by-pass 
ideological animosities. The most conspicu- 
ous example is the recent trade contract 
signed by Great Britain and the Soviet 
Union, at a moment when political relations 
between the two countries were sinking to 
the lowest ebb. 


During 1948 Russia is to supply England | 
with 500,000 to 750,000 tons of animal | 
feedstuffs, in return for essential machinery 
and equipment for Soviet lumber, petroleum 
and electical industries. British-Soviet com- 
merce, which already was 60 per cent higher 
in 1947 than in 1946, is to rise still further. 
It is estimated that British imports’ from 
Russia may be quadrupled this year and 


mount to nearly half of prewar volume. 


Co-operation Basic Goal 
Of American Statesmanship. 


Such developments are regarded with sal- 
isfaction by Administration spokesmen, They 
are rated as the first and only sign of that 
co-operation between the “Two Worlds”’ 
which is the basic goal of American states- 
manship. The more grain that moves west- 
ward from Russia and Hungary and the 
more coal from Poland to Western Germany, 
France and the Low Countries, the less of 
these commodities will have to be supplied 
from the United States at the expense of 
the American taxpayer. An important step 
is held to have been taken in the restoration 
of economic self-sufficiency in Europe. 

There is especial satisfaction in Washing- 
ton over the part played by the Economic 
Commission for Europe, an organization of 
the United Nations which has strong Amert- 
can backing. It was formed by a consoll- 
dation of three previous bodies, called the 
“Three Es,” which were concerned with 
transport, coal and miscellaneous commodi- 
ties in ‘all Europe. 

Russia is a member of the commission. 
#\ Delegates or observers from Soviet subaltern 
nations regularly attend its sessions in 
Geneva. While its services are technical 
and advisory, the commission’s recommenda- 
tions are frequently adopted. The United 
States is a member by virtue of its position 
as an occupying power in Europe. 

That commerce across the Iron Curtain 
has revived even to its present degree is 
regarded as remarkable on account of seri- 
ous obstacles in the path. Except for such 
restrictions, some Capital spokesmen tend 
to argue, the traffic would already have 
approached normality. All of the 71 pacts 
now in operation were negotiated not by 
private business but by governments, and 
are therefore tainted to more or less degree 
by political interest. 

To obtain its new contract with Russia, 
Great Britain was compelled to accept what 
amounted to a large-scale default on the 
principal and interest owed by the Soviet 
Union under the British equivalent of Lend- 
Lease. In addition, trade is compelled to 
thread a labyrinth of customs duties and 
export and import quotas.

basis. The dollar has succeeded the pound 
sterling as an international monetary unit, 
but the dollar resources of Europe are near 
exhaustion. ‘The obligations of the British- 
Soviet pact are stated not in money but in 


‘commodity units. 


One great defect of the barter system is 
that its commerce is determined by the 
smaller quantity involved. Perhaps France 
has 400,000 units of produce available for 
Yugoslavia, while Yugoslavia has only 100,- 
000 equivalent units for France. The deal 
must therefore be on a basis of 100,000 
units, or only one-fourth of the desired 
transaction. With convertible currencies in 
effect, Yugoslavia would pay the deficit in 
money. 


‘Barter Clearing House 


Considered a Possibility. 


To offset this disadvantage, eizht of the 
Paris Conference governments are consider- 
ing the establishment of a barter clearing 
house which would distribute commodity 
credits as banking clearing houses distribute 
credits of money. The essential advantage 
of the barter system at present is that it 
requires no dollars. 


Out of the 71 bilateral pacts negotiated 
with the West by Russia and its sphere of 
influence no less than 22 are accounted for 
by Poland and Czechoslovakia, with 11 each. 
Finland has 10, Hungary and Bulgaria nine 
each, Yugoslavia eight, the Soviet Union six, 
the Russian zone in Germany five, and Ro- 
mania two. Transversely, France, Switzer- 
land and the Anglo-British zone in Germany 
have signed eight pacts each with Eastern 
countries. Norway and Sweden have seven 
each; Denmark and The Netherlands six 
each; Great Britain, Iceland, Belgium, Aun- 
atria and Italy four each, and the French 
zone in Germany, one. 

From Finland to the West come timber, 
wood pulp and paper products. Russia, 
Hungary and Romania contribute food and 
animal feed. Bulgaria sends tobacco and 
rose oil. Yugoslavia provides copper, lead, 
hardwood, antimony and pyrites. The ont- 
standing trader in the East is Czechoslo- 
vakia, which imports raw materials from 
Russia, Holland, Greeee, France and the 
British Empire,-and exports them in both 


directions as manufactured products. 


Polish coal from the former German mines 
in Silesia is sent throughout the West. 
It has been released by an extensive rehabil- 
itation of Russia’s coal mines. Formerly 
Russia accepted coal from Silesia in return 
for its agreement not to loot reparations 
from the Polish Administration Zone in 
Germany. Great Britain's recent offer to 
send coal to Western Europe was rebuffed 
on the ground that it could be obtained 
more cheaply from Poland. 


Norway is trading fish, oils and pyrites 
for Soviet grain, coal and metals. Dehmark 
is shipping butter and bacon in exchange for 
Russian fodder and Czechoslovakia machin- 
ery and bicycles. Sweden’s fish, iron ore, 
ball bearings and chemicals are traded 
for Czechoslovakia’s drugs, shoes, textiles, 
chinaware and steel. The latter country is 
getting tobacco and goat skins from Greece: 
flower bulbs, river craft, dried milk and 
machinery from Holland; rubber and wool 
from the British Empire, and wool combings 
from France. 


Trade Revival Assumed 
By Revised Marshall Plan. 


Promotion of trade with the Soviet sphere 
is being vigorously pushed in Bizonia, the 
combined British-American area in Ger- 
many. It has trade agreements with all 
Eastern countries except Romania and Al- 
bania. During the first 10 months of 1947, 
Czechoslovakia supplied $3,400,000 worth 
of raw materials to Bizonia, including seeds, 
potatoes and ceramic clay and received in 
return machines, spare parts, chemicals and 
railway equipment. Western Germany 
sent textile machinery, blast furnaces and 
other capital goods to Yugoslavia in ex-* 
change for metals and timber, and traded 
chemicals, dyestuffs and machine products 
to Hungary for legumes, leather, . veneers 
and seeds. 

In return for machinery and sateel, the 
Soviet sone is supplying Western Germany 
with wheat, Diesel oil, pit props and raw 
That this trade remains small 
is indicated by an .estimate that exports 
from Bizonia to Russia in 1947 totaled 
about $180,000. 

The 16 nations participating in the 
Paris Conference, the revised Marshall 
plan and President Truman's message to 
Congress on the four-year aid program all 
presume that by 1951-52 the East-West 
flow of trade in Europe will be restored 
to prewar normal or at least to 75 per 
cent of that figure. 

President Truman declared Hastern Euro- 
pean grain would be of ‘‘decisive impor 
tance’ in reducing the dependence of West- 
ern Europe on the United States, Some 
Government spokesmen, however, warn 
against undue optimism. Determination at 
the Kremlin on an all-out opposition to the 
European Recovery Program might once 
more, at least for a period, stem the natural 
course of trade. 

The point also is made that industry suf- 
fered far more from the war than agriculture 
and that in consequence recovery in the 
West is lagging behind that in the East. 
It is declared that the industrial West must 
be tided over for several years before an 
actual trade balance with the East becomes 


possible and that in the meantime its defi-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editorial of Jan. 11, you asked 
the question, “A 1953 World's Fair in 
Ri. Louis?” I want to be among the 
first to answer as resoundingly as pos- 
sible in the affirmative. 

Before embarking on any project, it is 
wise to first evaluate its advantages and 
disadvantages. It is a known fact that 
in all group undertakings there is al- 


ways contention between those who are | 


not willing to risk failure and those 
who are willing to take risks to achieve 
guccess. 

For example, when Thomas Jefferson 
purchased the Louisiana Territory, he 
was strongly opposed by those who be- 
lieved that it was wasteful to risk $15,- 
000,000 of the people’s money to pur- 
chase so much unneeded land, which 
was of doubtful future value.

All through St. Louis’ history it has 
been necessary to overcome big prob- 
lems to build this great city which we 
have inherited. There was opposition 
to the purchase of the site of Forest 
Park, also to the World's Fair in 1904, 
and to the building of the present Mu- 
nicipal Piaza which provided needed 
jobs when employment was a problem. 
I have even heard Henry Kiel tell of the 
doubts of the success of our Municipal 
Opera at its inception. 

Your editorial points out the more 
urgent needs of this city, such as better 
housing, plumbing, etc. There is no 
reason why St. Louis cannot solve these 
problems, too, in the next five years, if 
it so wills. America proved, during the 
war, that a people can handle multiple 
problems when united in courage, de- 
termination and effort. 

In recent decades, there has come to 
St. Louis a spirit of Standpatism or 
Statusquoism that obstructs growth. We 
have slipped from fourth to seventh or 
eighth place among the country’s larger 
cities. We have seen Detroit, Los An- 
geles and others take chances and make 
mistakes too, but, nevertheless, make 
progress. The holding of a world’s fair 
in 1953 affords us a fine opportunity ‘to 
reverse this trend of the past few dec- 
ades and go confidently ahead as in our 
earlier history.

As to other cities’ experiences, San 
Francisco had a world’s fair in 1915 
which was built at the start of World 
War I. That didn’t discourage’ San 
Franciscans, as is shown by the fact 
that they since built another exposition 
—the Golden Gate Fair. Chicago held 
its Century of Progress Fair during the 
early depression years of the 1930s and 
made a success of it. New York’s World 
of Tomorrow Fair was held on the eve 
of World War II, but it benefited New 
York City, both in commerce and pres- 
tige. It also made possible the present 
Flushing Meadows-——-home of the United 
Nations. 

To sum up, world’s fairs usually bring 
growth and prosperity to the community 
in which they are held and leave much 
of permanent benefit. They are epoch- 
making events in the building of human 
understanding, progress and good will. 

As an individual who is in no way con- 
_nected with any of the world’s fair com- 
mittees, I feel that the views expressed 
above are held by innumerable other 
citizens of Greater St, Louls who are 
ready to do their part to “carry on” in 
the agreed plan to build a St. Louis 
world's fair. I am confident, too, that 
should St. Lottiis say “Go ahead,” the 
Post-Dispatch will, as always, supply its 
share of leadership in the teamwork 
needed to make the 1953 world’s fair a

‘A Disturbing Tendency 


There were two statements in the week’s 
news which should give all Americ&n citizens 
something to think hard about. Taken together, 
these statements may be the most dangerous ex- 
change in our national life in a long time. 

The first statement was issued in Washington 
by a new organization of Protestant churchmen 
called Protestants and Other Americans United 
for the Separation of Church and State. Signed 
by such Protestant leaders as President Mackay 
of the Princeton Theological Seminary, Bishop 
Oxnam of the Methodist Church and Louie D. 
Newton of the Southern Baptists, .this statement 
disavowed any seeming purpose to “propagan- 
dize the Protestant faith” or to “oppose the 
teaching or internal practices of the Roman Cath- 
olic church.” 

Having made this disclaimer, the statement 
then called on President Truman to abolish the 
office of presidential representative at the Vati- 
can to which Myron C. Taylor was first ap- 
pointed by Franklin D. Roosevelt nine years ago. 
The statement said this was “an unconstitutional 
entanglement of a particular church with the 
American state.” 

Another point deplored the Supreme Court 
decision ti the New Jersey case, which allows 
use of public funds to pay the bus fares of pa- 
rochial school pupils. In this connection, the 
statement also took a stand against congressional 
approval for education aid bills which would per- 
mit non-public schools to share in federal funds. 

This first statement was quickly followed by 
a second—an answer. The second was issued in 
New York by John E. Swift, supreme knight of 
the Knights of Columbus. Mr. Swift described 
the Protestant statement as an effort to “arouse 
religious tension in communities throughout the 
United States.” It merited, said Mr. Swift, “se- 
vere criticism by Protestants as well as Catho- 
lics” for the reason that it “questions the patri- 
otism of any citizen, Catholic, Jew or non-be- 
liever, who dares to disagree with the organiza- 
tion’s biased and inaccurate interpretation of the 
First Amendment.” 

The head of the Knights of Columbus then 
went on to argue that parochial school children 
are entitled to public-paid bus transportation, 
that federal funds for religious schools would 
not be a violation of the Constitution and that 
the President should maintain a representative 
at the Vatican “as long as the United States 
Government may profit from this arrangement.” 

The Post-Dispatch has discussed all these 
questions, as our readers know. Our positions 
are clear and there is no’ need to restate them 
at this time. As we read this exchange, an even 
larger issue emerges: the possibility of serious 
division within the United States along sectarian 
lines. That would bé a tragedy which would set 
our democracy back a century or more. 

The religious tolerance which is now basic in 
American life was not easily achieved. For 
while the United States has never had denomina- 
tional bitterness on a scale such as has rent Old 
World countries, we have not been free of sec- 
tarian prejudice, of persecution of minority 
groups in certain areas and of church influence 
in politics and local affairs. No one who knows 
the history of the period would want to go back 
100 years to the time when sectarian strivings 
produced the so-called Know-Nothing party, 
which actually nominated Millard Fillmore for 
President in 1856 on an anti-Catholic ticket. 

Those who think this issue of possible sec- 
tarian division is of little consequence need to 
know the harrowing experience of North College 
Hill, O., a suburb of Cincinnati. In this once 
pleasant town of 7500, Catholic and Protestant 
lines were drawn on support of schools and a 
parochial school was in and out of the public 
school system depending on which group had 
three of five seats on the school board. The ten- 
sions, animosities and ill-advised acts were such 
that the executive committees of the National 
and Ohio Education Associations at one time de- 
scribed the North College Hill school system as 
“one in which no professional teacher can carry 
on his work efficiently and happily.” 

If North College Hill is not to be “a pre-view 
of divided America,” as one writer has described 
it, this disturbing tendency will have to be halt- 
ed. Roman Catholics, Protestants, Jews and oth- 
ers will have to join in greater number than ever 
before in a common effort to protect the re- 
ligious freedom of all from the involvements, 
and hence the regulations, of state. 

It is time to hear again the words of that 
great American, Cardinal Gibbons, as he stood 
in his titular church of Santa Maria in Traste- 
vere, March 25, 1887: 


I am grateful to be a citizen of a country 
where the civil government holds over us the 
aegis of its protection, without interfering 
with us in the legitimate exercise of our mis- 
sion as ministers of the gospel of Christ. 
Our country has liberty without license and 
authority without despotism. 
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Statewide Support for This Bill 

Since the legislative session at Jefferson City 
promises to be short, it is to be hoped that the 
bill to establish a state commission to inventory 
and preserve Missouri's historic structures and 
sites will get the early attention it deserves. Ap- 
proved in House committee, this bill is now up 
for perfection. Indicative of the statewide sup- 
port are the names of its sponsors: Representa- 
tives Roos and Sendlein of St. Louis, Elliott of 
St. Louis County, Wolf of Ste.

Lack of 
such a commission last year cost Missouri the 
preservation of the Jean Baptiste Roi house, one 
of the last of St. Louis’ architectural ties with the 
past. If the House and Senate will speed action 
on No. 370, they may spare Missouri further 
losses of this heedless kind. 
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For Ending Margarine Curbs 


The Eightieth Congress should by all means — 


wipe out the federal anti-margarine laws. A 
measure to that effect has been introduced by 
Representative Poage of Texas, whose arguments 
should be persuasive. 

Unfairly, the regulations of margarine stand 
as a device to protect one domestic product 
against another. They give an unfair advantage 
to the butter producers which simply cannot be 
defended in the name of protecting the health of 
the public. Even as a selfish business proposi- 
tion, they are not very successful, since on the 
state level they have led to reprisals. 

Most important, they deprive the American 
people of a wholesome and relatively ‘cheap 
table spread at a time when the price of butter 
is sky high. Dairy farmers and milk processors 
would give considerably more thought to the 
price of butter if the sale of a competing prod- 
uct were not legally retarded. 

Whether a family wants to eat butter or mar- 
garine is, in the end, a matter of individual 
taste. Some may prefer to buy butter at any 
price. That is their privilege. But it is their 


_ water, sometimes with sour limes. 


right to be free to buy margarine—and in its 
most attractive form—anywhere and any time. 
Neither special taxes nor regulations against 
pure coloring should be allowed to inhibit its 
sale. As Mr. Poage said, the restrictions are 
“most unsavory.” It’s time to get rid of them. 
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Gandhi’s Greatness 


For the fifteenth time Mohandas Karamchand 
Gandhi is resisting wrongdoing with his life for 
the sake of India. The fast which, began six days 
ago might well cost him his life; though he has 
fasted as long as 21 days, he is now 78. It is an 
epochal act, for no other force in all India seems 
as powerful as he to restrain the internecine vio- 
lence which he is now protesting against. Only 
his frail and weakening figure stands between 
India and more violence still, without his sacri- 
ficial power to curb it. 

Look carefully and long at Gandhi as he sits 
in the garden of his millionaire industrialist 
friend G. D. Birla at Delhi and partakes only of 
For “genera- 
tions to come, it may be,” as the great scientist 
Albert Einstein said, “will scarce believe that 
such a one as this ever in flesh and blood walked 
upon this earth.” 

During more than 50 years this man has given 
himself to the future of India. He has endured 
frequent imprisonment. He endured the death 
of his wife in the luxurious prison of the Aga 
Khan's palace at Poona, where she had been kept 
for two years. 

Mystic, masterful showman, man of vagaries 
and seeming inconsistencies, compromiser and 
dogmatist, what is it about Gandhi that has made 
him India’s strongest figure these many , years? 

The answers are many, ‘and all of them are 
contradictory. John Gunther summed up the 
contradiction in the witticism that Gandhi was 
“an incredible combination of Jesus Christ, Tam- 
many Hall, and your father.” In essence, with 
all its contradictions refined away, the power of 
Gandhi appears to virtually all those who have 
tried to analyze him, however, to lie in one sim- 
ple fact. He lives for India, and when he dies 
he will die for Indta. Neither himself, nor his 
wife, nor anything else matters to him beside the 
long future of India. It is a completeness of 
this quality rare in the twentieth century—or 
any other century—that makes it true of Gandhi, 
as Gunther wrote, that “the record of his life is 
heroic in the best sense of that word.” 
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Gov. Dewey Comes Out 

Gov. Dewey “is fully engaged with the work 
of the legislative session and cannot actively 
seek the nomination . . . but, if nominated, would 
accept.” Dismiss this ancient ritual of discount- 
ing personal ambition, and there stand four of- 
ficial contenders for the G.O.P. presidential nom- 
ination: Stassen, Taft, Warren, Dewey. Discount 
the similar ritual of the two generals, MacAr- 
thur and Eisenhower, and the list of serious 
candidates reaches six names, 

Actual nominations are largely decided by 
trading behind the scenes, and agents or sup- 
porters are in the field for all these men. Can- 
didates for nomination ordinarily berate the 
other party but, to avoid harming the party's 
chance in the big race against the Democrats, 
stick to generalities and shun open dispute 
among themselves. Hence, pre-convention cam- 
paigning is often uninformative. 

These six men, however, hold widely diverse 
views. They know that the Republican nominee 
will have the best chance since 1928. So there 
is room to hope that the race within the G.O.P. 
this year may break out in an unaccustomed 
spiritedness, with a more than ordinary expo- 
sure of personal and party policies to view. 
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Balcony for the White House 

A President, too, is human, and may be in- 
dulged in a little balcony on which to drink iced 
tea or whatever else may take his fancy on a 
summer’s eve. Critics may condemn, but this 
has happened before. The White House has 
grown down the years. Sometimes, like the Con- 
stitution, it has. grown in strange directions, 
sometimes amid the strange tongues of partisan- 
ship. Yet the Republic stands. 

“It was always my idea,” said Washington, “‘to 
admit of an addition in the future as circum- 
stances might render proper.” Jefferson built 
the first office annex, connected to the mansion 
by “meat house, wine cellar, coal and wood sheds 
and privies.” Jackson adorned the East Room 
with 20 spittoons at $12.50 each and extracted 
from Congress the money to build two porticoes 
planned by Jefferson. 

The elegant Buchanan added a hothouse for 
table flowers, which Roosevelt I removed to 
make room for the office wing. Hayes junked 
the copper bathtubs and installed, a telephone. 
Arthur sold 24 wagon loads of sanctified junk 
including, so-report has it, a pair of Lincoln’s 
pants. The Coolidges literally raised the roof 
and added eight bedrooms. Roosevelt II enlarged 
the offices and—perhaps the least disputed act 
of his 12 years in residence—put in a pool. 

Many, perhaps all of these changes drew brick- 
bats like Truman’s balcony. Or even heavier 
fire, as when a Pennsylvania Congressman in 
Van Buren’s regime asked Congress and the 
public “to say whether ... they are disposed to 
maintain for his private accommodation a royal 
establishment at the expense of the people.” 
Nevertheless, Congress gave Van Buren some 
money to spend on the White House. So, too, 
may Harry Truman take his ease on a little bal- 
cony, in serene confidence that sound engineer- 
ing and long, _— tradition join to sustain him. 
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With Three Justices Missing 


There can be no fair criticism of the three 


, Supreme Court Justices who have withdrawn 


from considering the case involving the validity 
of real estate covenants whith apply racial or re- 
ligious restrictions on tenants. 

If Justices Reed, Jackson and Rutledge feel 
they should disqualify themselves then that is a 
matter for their own consciences. Since no ex- 
planation is given in such disqualifications the 
public has no choice but to believe that each 
of these Judges, in his own mind at least, had 
sufficient cause not to participate. 

This, however, does not make the situation in 
the least desirable. Here is an issue more in 
need of the full court’s consideration than most 
cases presented for decision. Surely it is unfor- 
tunate to think that it will be handled with one 
third of the court missing. 

Even worse is the thought that the six, who 
are considering this closely-contested issue, might 
divide evenly and thus leave the opposing par- 
ties with no more decision than automatic af- 
firmance of lower courts in three areas. 

In that event, the legality of the covenants 
would be upheld and the question would have to 
be threshed out again later—after a change in 


‘ the personnel of the court or after one of the

Liberty Shall Again Triumph 


Edwin D. Dickinson, Dean, University of California School of Jurisprudence, 
in the Record of the New York City Bar Association 


As our interests and responsibilities have 
multiplied over the earth, there has been 
enforced upon us an increasing awareness 
that but few of the peoples of the earth 
either live or are inclined to live in the pat- 
tern of our own existence, We discover an 
infinity of variations among other lands 
and other peoples. 


Disturbing as the truth may be to those 
who believe firmly in free government, 
scarcely more than one fifth of the na- 
tions of the earth are committed to such 
institutions. It follows that a nation 
blended of divers strains and heritages 
must be severely tested at times in its faith 
in free institutions and human liberty. 


The testing will be more severe in times 
of social and economic disturbance, depres- 
sion or war. The ensuing tensions must 
become more acute as we come to live in 
more intimate relationships with other 
peoples who do not think as we do, How 
to defend free inatitutions while remaining 
free is a question which may well express 
the supreme challenge to our most cher- 
ished traditions. 


During the first World War the United 
States was plagued, though not serioualy, 
by unreconciled national minorities, After 
the war, we indulged in a somewhat child- 
ish and wholly unnecessary “Red hunt.” 
Between the wars, we returned to our na- 
tional knitting, and the crackpots and 
ideological dissenters were permitted to or- 
ganize and meet and shout with a minimum 
of restriction. » 


Ordeal via Depression 


While prosperity lasted, most of them 
found a relatively infertile soil; and in any 
case, the coustry was rich and strong and 
could afford to be tolerant. The years fol- 
lowing the great debacle of 1929 were an- 
other story. The rich soil of American re- 
sourcefulness turned sour. Dissidence of 
every sort was bound to flourish. In the 
confusion that prevailed, it was not always 
easy to identify the occasional revolution- 
ary hothead among the large numbers who 
sought only to reform the American sway: 


For a considérable period in the second 
World War, I served as a special assistant 
to the Attorney General. In the process 
an amateur 
expert on the subject of subversives. 


There is no present fear of the puerile 
hands that once were lifted in salute to 
the rotten tyrannies of Mussolini. The 
parks where the Bund once disseminated 
its vicious doctrines are returned to de- 
cent uses. The agents and spies of im- 
perial Japan are dead or returned to a 
desolate country. Our fears concentrate, 
and will continue to concentrate for some 
time to come, upon the menace of revolu- 
tionary Communism. 


There are, I believe, some things which 
we should do and may do without impair- 
ment of fundamental liberties. I would 
have no Communist or genuine fellow trav- 
eler in the public service at any time. We 
have never had many, and those have heen 
with singularly few exceptions the small 
and inconsequential fry of a rapidly ex- 
panding bureaucracy. 


Fair Trials for Accused 


At the same time, I would give every 
public servant the equivalent of a fair ju- 
dicial trial on any charge of essential dis- 
loyalty. Nothing less can assure that full 
and fair determination which is essential 
to the security of tenure with which we 
must so largely compensate our public 
servants, 


I would have, no Communists or general 
fellow travelers in the armed services. 
Here of all places they and their kind are 
least to be trusted. 


I would maintain, strengthen and use 
more widely the services of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, conserving always 
the fundamental principle that it is estab- 
lished to find facts and not to formulate

policies or report conclusions. It was no 
accident that we had practically no sabo- 
tage during the war, How many thousands 
of harmless folk escaped molestation be- 
cause your Government had trustworthy 
information as to where the dangers lay 
will never be known. 


While carefully conserving freedom to 
assemble and to listen, even to the most 
arrant nonsense, I would forbid all private 
and unauthorized military organizations, 
uniforms, marchings, drillings or emblems. 
We need but one uniform and one flag. 


May I also emphasize a few of the things 
to which, on the basis of my limited experi- 
ence, I am convinced that we should not 
become committed. I wish devoutly that’ 
we could be rid of all “un-American” legig- 
lative committees, national or local. There 
can and should be no barriers to proper 
legislative investigation. In the nature . 
things, however, wherever devoted to the 
exposure and denunciation of individuals, 
it is too likely to become an inquisition 
without fact-finding or judicial restraint, to 
be prostituted to political or personal ad- 
vantage, or to degenerate into a cheap po- 
litical sideshow. 


Let the Reda Talk 


I have read reams of the records of the 
so-called Dies committee. I have no con- 
fidence in its investigators or in its inves- 
tigations. I want no guidance from its re- 
pentant subversives, whether they serve an 
“un-American” committee or broadcast 
their views in books. A plague upon all 
their houses, 


I would call a halt to all schemes for 
outlawing the Communist party. I would 
have them make their silly speeches and 
shout their distorted doctrines from the 
stump and not in caves or cellars. 


The merits of any doctrine, however fool- 
hardy, are best determined in the compe- 
tition of the market place. I believe in the 
Bill of Rights for those whose opinions I 
abhor no less than for those whose opin- 
ions I approve. Nor is there anything par- 
ticularly idealistic about all this. It is just 
plain old-fashioned common sense. If you 
would multiply the breed, persecute them. 
If you would frustrate their faith, let them 
talk. Their ultimate frustration must be 
accomplished by removing the conditions 
on which they appear to thrive, 


Finally, I wish that it might be possible 
to call a truce on denunciatory appellations 
borrowed from the vocabularies of alien 
ideologies. I do not think that a former 
candidate for Vice President gained adher- 
ents by calling his political opponents Com- 
munists, or that a recent Vice President 
made converts by denouncing conservative 
industrialists as Fascists. Such license 
may be within the Bill of Rights, but it 
is cheap and vulgar. Moreover, it is a kind 
of crying “wolf” which may some day be 
found to have deadened popular response 
when wolves are actually on the hunt 


Why not leave bad manners to the luna- 
tic fringes of the right and left? 8o that 
thus they may be the more readily identi- 
fied”? 


The American people have won and 
maintained for 150 years the priceless ad- 
vantages of liberty under law. They have 
held to the best of their traditions in trou- 
bled peace and in the still more troubled 
times of war. There can be no better time 
than now, as they stand upon the threshold 
of an empire of new responsibilities, for 
reaffirmation of the ancient faith. It may 
well be that faith in free institutions will 
mark the ultimate difference between old 
empires of power and new empires of re- 
sponsibility and good will.

Stalin now received Chufchill 
and Roosevelt at Yalta for what 
turned out to be the final meeting 
of these three. The Big Three 
drew up fina] military plans for 
the defeat and future of Germany. 
issued a declaration on liberated 
Europe, discussed enemy repara- 
tions, tht Balkans and the Polish 
question. . 

In the case of Poland, Churchill 
and Roosevelt either yielded again 
to Stalin or strengthened deci- 
sions they had secretly reached 
at Tehran. 

In effect they recognized the 
Lublin Government and they ap- 
proved the Curzon Line as the 
eastern frontier of Poland, thus 
countenancing the invasion of that 
70,000-square-mile area by the Red 
Army in 1939. Our western fron- 
tier would have to await the peace 
conference. 

They added that the Lublin 
Government must be “reorganized 
on a broader democratic basis,” 
and appointed Molotov, Averell 
Harriman, and British Ambassa- 
dor to Russia Archibald Clark- 
Kerr (now Lord Inverchapel) as 
a commission to consult with the 
Lublin Government and _ with 
Polish leaders in Poland and else- 


where about the formation of the | 


provisional government. 
Decisions Win Approval. 

Churchill won the approval of 
the House of Commons with his 
gnterpretation of the Crimea deci- 
gions. 

Only 30 members of Parliament 
expressed disapproval by abstain- 
ing from indorsing the Yalta deci- 
gion on Poland. 

Before a joint session of Con- 
gress, Roosevelt said the Big 
Three had reached “the most hope- 
ful agreement that was possible. 
He added, “a strong, independent 
and prosperous Polish nation; 
that’s the thing we must always 
remember—those apeinae agreed to 

Russia, Britain and me, 
aft the beginning of March, 1945, 
leaders of the Polish underground, 


except the Communist party, were 
asked by representatives of the 
Lublin “government” to go to Mos- 
cow for’ political conversations 
concerning the future of Poland. 

They were promised “on the 
word of honor” of a Russian gen- 
eral, that they would have safe, 
conduct in Russia and permission 
to go thereafter to London and 
then return home. 

Polish Leaders Disappear. 

On March 27, Vice Premier Jan 
Jankowski, Speaker of the Under- 
ground Pariament Puzak, and Col.

To Moscow and Warsaw. 


My return to Warsaw on June 
26, 1945, to take my place as sec- 
ond deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister of Agriculture in the 
Communist-dominated Polish Pro- 
visional Government filled me 
with mingled emotions. Subtly, 
terribly, the Poland which had 
been guaranteed its independence 
was becoming an isolated ally 
dominated by Russia. Soviet in- 
fluence pervaded us. 


In Moscow Ambassador Harri- 
/man’s own fears, and those of 
British Ambassador Clark-Kerr, 
‘were plain. Harriman especially 
kept mentioning that the Yalta 
agreement provided that there 
must be a “free and unfettered” 
election in Poland “as soon as 
possible.” . 


At last the new government 
took off for Warsaw in Russian 
planes. We landed at Okecie Air- 
port, outside Warsaw. My heart 
swelled at the sight of countless 
thousands of Polish people. They 
called for a speech and as I 
moved to the microphone, filled 
with emotion, Boleslaw. Bierut 
and the three NKVD men who 
always stood at his side stopped 
me for a moment, 

“When you speak,” Bierut hissed 
to me, “you must address these 
people, at first, by saying ‘Obywe- 
tele!’” It is a salutation that is 
colder even than “Comrades.” I 
turned my back on him, took the 
microphone, and began, “My sis- 
ters and brothers!” 

Shocked at Sight of City. 

The ceremonies at the airport 
ended, we drove into the city. It 
was a sight that shocked me be- 
yond expression. Warsaw was an 
eternity of rubble, and the smell 
of the dead that lay under the 
debris filled the world. 

Our cars took us to the Praga 
suburb where the government was 
to be housed, and the great mob 


Invanov in the suburbs of War- 
saw. They did not return home 
from the meeting. 

On the following day, 13 more, 
Polish leaders, including the chair-. 
men of the parties represented in| 
the Underground, journeyed to the 
game meeting place. They, too, did 
not return. 

Three days later, the veteran 
Wincenty Witos, president ofSthe 
Polish Peasant party, was sud- 
denly arrested in his home village 
of Wierzchosiawice in Poland. 
Though he was very il] at the time, 
he was detained for five days and 
nights by the NKVD and Lublin 
Poles, and never fully recovered 
from the ordeal. 

Moscow announced that an alli- 
ance had been signed between 
Stalin and Beirut, providing non- 
interference in the internal af- 
fairs of other states, but here was 
a pact between Russia and a Rus- 
sian citizen who was acting in be- 
half of Poland. 

The efforts of Harriman and 
Clark-Kerr to abide by the Yalta 
decision and aid in the formation 
of a democratic provisional gov- 
ernment for Poland had been sys- 
tematically spiked by Molotov be- 
fore the latter’s departure for San 
Francisco. 

Chief Bone of Contention. 


I became the chief bone of con- 
tention. Harrimon and Clark- 
Kerr imsisted that I must be 
among those invited. Molotov 
refused, and, to bolster that re- 
fusal, Stalin wired Churchill that 
I was “a saboteur of the Allied 
cause.” 

After the death of Roosevelt, 
President Harry 8S. Truman dis- 
patched Harry Hopkins to Mos- 
cow to break the deadlock. The 
deadlock was indeed broken, but 
only with new appeasement, we 
later learned. Stalin consented to 
go forward with the formation 
of the provisional government, 
but only if Lublin Poles could 
dominate it. 

On June 111 received an invita- 
tion from _the Big Three to go to 
Moscow for consultations. I ac- 
cepted on the 12th. I saw 
Churchill before I left for Moscow 
and found him deeply pessimistic 
about the future of Europe, but 
vigorous in his determination that 
the aggression of Russia would 
not “scale the cliffs of Dover.” 

I decided to go to Moscow for 
the consultations with the Big 
Three, despite two warnings I re- 
ceived just before leaving London. 
One was contained in a British

The roads 
were jammed with Red Army 
troops returning from Germany 
and Western Poland, carrying 
with with them loot of such quan- 
tity and variety as to defy de- 
scription.

Some 
who had captured Germ&tn or Pol- 
ish automobiles drove them crazily 
and often crashed. Some of the 
victors dragged along German and 
Polish girls, 


Witos Pessimistic. 


I found Witos sick and pessi- 
mistic. 

I reported the results of the 
Moscow mecting to him, the mock- 
trial and stern sentences which 
had been handed down to 14 of 
the 16 leading Polish patriots, and 
my fruitless appeals to Molotov 
for their release. faa 


“I am not long for this life,” the 
old man said, “but if you live you 
must work night and day to build 
up a strong Peasant Party, one 
strong enough to defend Poland 
against injustice, chaos and the 
robbery that is taking place.” 


Back in Krakow late that after- 
noon I was to learn that instead 
of our possessing nearly a third 
of the seats in the Provisional 
Government, we now had less.

LONDON, Jan..17 (AP) 
RCHITECTS of Britain's third 

A empire are rediscovering the 
treasure house of Africa, 

Colonial Office policy makers 
agree the second phase of the 
British Empire ended when World 
War II hastened the end of this 
country’s rule in India and Bur- 
ma, just as a tea party in Boston 
174 years before signaled the 
death of the first empire and the 
birth of the American nation. 

Britain's present economic 
crisis, its shortage of dollars, 
foods, raw materials and shipping 
are direct results of World War 
Il. Breakdown of its second larg- 
est source of foreign income—its 
invisible exports in the shape of 
shipping services and foreign in- 
vestments—and the multilateral 
world trading system have forced 
it to look within its own terri- 
tories for economic self-sufficien- 
cy. That was how it rediscovered 
unexploited, undeveloped Africa. 

Heralding this _ — of 
empire plannings is a year 
rae ety cautiously estimated 
at between 200,000, and 300,- 
000,000 pounds (§800,000,000 to 
$1,200,000,000) almed broadly at 
turning the sleeping continent 
into the third empire’s larder, 
stockpile and bastion. 

How are 55 per cent of 
Africa’s 100,000,000 to 200,000,000 
people, 44 per cent of its area 
and 77 per cent of its capital 
under the British flag to be 
harnessed to the imperial wagon 
which maintains for this country 
its international status? 

The answer lies in a story 
charged with high economic 
endeavor and deep and explosive 
political content. 

Under the 10-year plan laid 
down in the 1945 colonial develop- 
ment act, approximately 160,000,- 
000 pounds ($640,000,000) will be 


spent in the African territories to 


build hospitals, roads, bridges; to 
improve communications, agricul- 
tural, port and health serviceg; to 
fight soil erosion and illiteracy; 
to locate minerals, construct 
dams, drain swamps, redistribute 
populations and to undertake re- 
search. 


Capital Aid Provided : 

Mineral, agricultural and in- 
dustrial undertakings in 10 coloni- 
al territories in East, Central and 
West Africa will be given capital 
aid under the overseas resources 
development bill, empowering the 
Government to raise up to 165,- 
000,000 pounds ($660,000,000). 

One major project, planned by 
the Northern and Southern Rho- 
desian governments in conjunction 
with important British steel in- 
terests, envisages creation of a 
$92,000,000 hydro-powered _ steel 
center on the Zambesi river in- 
volving construction of a 350-foot 
high dam across the Kariba gorge 
and ultimate output of 500,000 tons 
of steel. 

Another Government - spon- 
sored enterprise is investigating 
the hydroelectric potential of 
Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda 
Few details are available, but it 
appears to be a part of Britain’s 
intensive development plan for 
Kenya, slated as the new admin- 
istrative and supply headquar- 
ters for its Mid-Eastern Army, 
Navy and Air Forces. 

The rich Wanke river coal beds 
in Rhodesia, by authoritative es- 
timates, could supply all Britain’s 
fuel needs for hundreds of years 
to come. These are being devel- 
oped, as are coal deposits in Ni- 
geria on the west coast and Tan- 
ganyika on the east. 

A $100,000,000 peanyt farming 
program in Tanganyika, already

begun, aims at production of 600,- 
000 tons annually from the mech- 
anized cultivation of 3,000,000 
acres of unoccupied land. Similar 
projects have been arranged for 
Nigeria, although on a smaller 
scale, . 
More Cocoa and Tin. 

Cocoa production in the West 
African colonies, amounting to 50 
per cent of world production, is 
to be stepped up. So are Nigeria’s 
tin mining undertakings which, 
totaling 11,000 tons annually, 
makes up 12 per cent of world 
output. 

Diamonds in Tanganyika, cop- 
per in Northern Rhodesia, cotton 
in the Niger river valley, meat in 
East Africa, rice in West Africa, 
fisheries, timber, mechanization 
of agriculture—these are only a 
few of the problems under mi- 
croscopic study of Colonial Office 
and economic affairs planners 
which presage an era of unlimited 
activity on the Dark Continent. 


Meanwhile, there is close and 
positive collaboration with Bel- 
gian and French colonial au- 
thorities in tackling problems of 
disease, road construction, radio 
and telephone communications. 


Constant attention is being de- 
voted to closer economic collab- 
oration between the East African 
territories of Uganda, Tanganyi- 
ka, .Zanzibar and Kenya; the 
Central African colonies of North- 
ern and Southern Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland and the West African 
territories of Nigeria, Gambia, 
Sierra Leone and the Gold Coast. 

Governors; of the African ter- 
ritories met in London for a 14- 
day conference in November to 
discuss specific problems of de- 
velopment and expansion. They 
were making preliminary arrange- 
ments, too, for a unique assembly 
in London next summer when 
black and white delegates from 
every British possession in Africa 
will meet to discuss their eco- 
nomic and political future in the 
light of new world interest in 
their homelands. 


Political Dangers Ahead. 

Political as well as physical 
dangers appeared imminent, none- 
theless. No Colonial Office 
spokesman would venture to an- 
swer, for instance, how the para- 
dox of two conflicting native poli- 
cles in Africa are to be recon- 
ciled, 

In West Africa, Tanganyika and 


Nyasaland paramountcy of the 
black peoples’ interests against 
the white man’s inroads has with- 
stood the challenge of diametri- 
cally opposite Kenyan, Rhodesian 
and South African policies where 
natives are barred automatically 
from acquiring any political, so- 
cial or economic rights.

Britain’s lifelines lies the decisions 
to quit Egypt, India and Palestine 
as well as the atomic meaning of 
things.

Won’t Abandon Bases. 

Sources emphasized that con- 
traction of empire lifelines would 
not mean abandoning such ad- 
vanced operational bases as Cy- 
prus, Malta, Gibraltar, Trans-Jor- 
dan and Iraq. 

Discussing the strategic develop- 
ment of Africa, a War. Office 
spokesman said that common- 
wealth plans for continental de- 
fense “obviously entailed co-opera- 
tion with other colonial powers, 


Authoritative interpreters of 
British plans said they implied 
defense of the Suez and Medi- 
terranean would tend to become 
a first responsibility of the 
United States, with Britain shar- 
ing in the commitment, and that 
the United States and Russia in 
the long run would inherit this 
country’s influence in the Mos- 
lem world which sprawis from 
Morocco to the Black Sea. 

In Africa there is constant con- 
sultation between British, French, 
Belgian and Egyptian authorities 
on common frontier problems, 
medical services, road and railroad 
communications and radio and 
airfield facilities. This collabora- 
tion, it was pointed out, “inevita- 
bly” would be extended to take in 
military matters should the need 
ever arise. 


Disclosure was made last 
Wednesday by the United States 
Army Air Force that it was re- 
opening its abandoned wartime 
air base near Tripoli, Libya. 

The Libya field, on the North 
African coast across the Mediter- 
ranean from Greece and Italy, 
was closed a year ago when the 
Air Transport Command cut 
down its flights to Karachi by 
way of North Africa.

PHILIPPINE SUPREME COURT 
GIVES RULINGS ON TREASON 


MANILA, Jan. 17 (AP) — The 
Philippine ‘Supreme Court ruled 
today that’ the mere holding of a 
policy-making position under the 
Japanese occupation was not In 
itself evidence of treason—a rul- 
ing which all quarters agreed 
greatly weakened the cases against 
many of the 5000 Filipinos await- 
ing trial on collaboration charges. 
As a result, Solicitor General Man- 
uel Lim announced he hhad begun 
a review of all pending cases with 
a view to dismissing weak ones. 

Another Supreme Court decision, 
however, held that evidence ob- 
tained without a search warrant 
was admissible in treason cases. 

Meanwhile, Col. Antonio Torres, 
who was Manila police chief dur- 
ing the occupation, won acquittal 


fully contended that he was obey- 
ing orders by staying on the job, 
but remarked after his acquittal 
that “after all my experience, in 
the case of another war I will 
not do so again.” 


100 OR MORE BABIES BELIEVED 
-AILLED IN JAP ‘MURDER MILL’ 


TOKYO, Jan. 17 (AP) — Metro- 
politan policé said today more 
than 100 babies, most of them ille- 
gitimate, are believed to have died 
in a “murder mill” operating un- 
der the guise of a maternity home- 
nursery. 

Investigation, they said, revealed 
that a 52-year-old Japanese mid- 
wife and her husband starved to 
death babies entrusted to them in 
order to capitalize on Government 
rations for the infants. 

The newspaper Asahi reported 


on treason charges. He success- the woman had admitted 169 in- 


fants died in her home, in a 
filthy Tokyo tenement district. 
Police said most of the victims 
were babieg of taxi dancers, wait- 
resses and war widows, who paid

Strange, Unrecognizable City. 

It is only from the perspettive 
of the street that the ruins be- 
come really realizable, Afoot, one 
begins to comprehend the fantas- 
tic shapes of the broken walls, the 
twisted steel, the shattered con- 
crete. Whole neighborhoods now 
are only hills of a new kind of 


earth which already is being taken 
over by weeds. The gangs of 
women who work on this wreck- 
age, the narrow-gauge tracks for 
the cars which haul it away, the 
,neat piles of salvaged bricks here 
and there simply emphasize the ex- 
tent of the destruction. One 
searches hopelesely for the old 
landmarks one knew before the 
war; this is for the most part a 
strange and unrecognizable city, 


The thought of what the Ro- 
mans did to Carthage comes to 
mind. But the comparison does not 
hold up. Scipio wiped out only 
that one punic city. The American 
and the British bombers smashed 
the heart out of scores of German 
cities. Cologne, Frankfurt, Nuern- 
berg, Essen and the other cities 
of the Ruhr are as badly wrecked 
as Berlin, or worse. One wonders 
why they are not abandoned, why 
the survivors do not begin anew 
elsewhere. 


Then one learns how important 
location isa site, say, at the con- 
fluence of two rivera to which all 
the railroads and highways still 
lead. One learns how much of a 
modern city is underground— 
sewers, subways, power and phone 
lines, water mains—all relatively 
undamaged. 

Crowds of them are to be seen 
in the shattered railroad stations 
every day. They wait for hours 
and hours for the few trains that 


are running. Often the trains leave 
without them, There is not room 
enough for so many. So they stand 
on the platforms, their faces 
pinched and only half-clean, their 
clothes shabby, a cord tied around 
their suitcases, and cloth con- 
traptions tied to their feet in place 
of shoes, 


Where Else Are People to Live? 


Also, where else are’ people to 
live and work if not in these ruins 
and in the buildings—in some 
cases running as high as 650 or 
60 per cent of the total—which 
escaped serious damage? Certain- 
ly, there is no place for them in 
the rural villages, undamaged as 
those are, 


So the population of many a 
German city now is as large or 
larger than it was before the war. 
This is because of the great in- 
flux into Western Germany of 
people from Poland, the Russian 
Zone, Sudetenland, Hungary and 
the other areas from which per- 
sons of German extraction have 
fled or have been expelled. Many 
of these are not counted by the 
census estimators. Unwanted and 
resented as a’ burden and a drain 
on the municipal resourées and 
a short food supply, they drift 
from place to place, hoping to 
find a foothold somewhere. For 
example, 20,000 of them come to 
Cologne every week although 80 
per cent of that city was des- 
troyed, 


From Hitler’s Dining Car. 


Sitting in the diner of what 
was once the de luxe private 
train of Hitler and the highest 
Nazis, one draws the window cur- 
tain when the car slowly rolls 
through a atation full of these 
people. Hunger—other people's 
hunger—has a way of taking the 
flavor out of food. And one looks 
twice at a bar of toilet soap on 
realizing that these people use 
sand instead. 


Millions of other Germans, how- 
ever, have deep roots in their 
home cities and are reshaping 
their lives in their changed sur- 
roundings, Along once smart 
shopping streets like Berlin's 
Kurfuerstendam, there are build- 
ings in which the bombs did not 
penetrate to the ground floor. In 
these, stores of various kinds have 
been reopened. Most of them are 
patchwork affairs, but there is 
usually a simple but handsome 
sign—the Germans have always 
been good in the field of adver- 
tising art—to give the place some 
air of stability. 


Although hampered by all sorts 
of shortages, factories also are 
being put back into operation. 
Street cars, usually in trains of 
three, are running again—and 
very crowded because there are 
not enough of them. Municipal 
services such as water and light 
are being gradually’ restored. 
Schools and universities are func- 
tioning again after a fashion. Re- 
opened movies are crowded es-

BERLIN. 


HE vastness of the devastation which Hitler's war brought to 


ite cities, is, after two-and-a-half 


years, still the central fact in any consideration of that country’s 


whether it be a problem for the 


Germans or for the occupying powers, grows out of those ruins of 
what once was a modern, industrialized nation. 


The representatives of the occu- 
pying powers need all varieties of 
help from servants to stenog- 
raphers, So there are jobs to be 
had, jobs around which life can 
revolve, 


Life Still Grim Nevertheless. 

It is, however, still a grim live. 
Many of the facilities which city 
dwellers take for granted are 
missing or crippled. City halls, 
post offices, police stations, or- 
phanages, hospitals, churches, 
schools and the like did not es- 
cape the general damage. Fortu- 
nately, these battered German 
cities have not been ravaged by 
the epidemics which were feared. 
Typhus and the other dirt dis- 
eases have not broken out. 

One killer, however, is working 
overtime. It is tuberculosis. 
Thousands upon thousands of 
Germans have been touched by it. 
The death rate is mounting alarm- 
ingly. There are not nearly 
enough hospital beds to permit an 
all-out fight against the plague. 
Tuberculosis, of course, becomes 
highly contagious, and it is «a 
slow r. American health au- 
thorities look to the future with 
dread and grim apprehension. 


Food a Main Preoccupation. 


The major preoccupation of the 
German city-dweller, however, con- 
tinues to be food. Nobody seems 
to know exactly how much he is 
eating these days. Perhaps it is 
impossible to know very exactly. 
The figures quoted by American 
officials as national averages 
vary from place to place. Some- 
times they seem to depend on 
whether the man who cites them 
is sympathetic toward the Ger- 
mans or has steeled his heart 
against them. 


The official ration just now Is 
1450 calories a day. Those doing 
hard and essential work — the 
Ruhr miners, for example — get 
more. Many workers are given a 
free noon meal on the job. Such a 
meal’ is also served to needy 
school children. But sometimes it 
ja not much of a meal. In one 
school, a strange soup was being 
made of chocolate bars. No doubt, 
it was nourishing, but it was a 
discouraging expedient. 

Some “experts” say that the av- 
erage German is getting from 706 
to 1100 calories a day. Others s 
it runs from 1700 to 2000. It 
not easy to be sure about these 
figures since the ration — where 
it is received in full—may be sup- 
plemented by vegetables from «a 
garden patch, say in Berlin’s de 
nuded Tiergarten, or by CARE 
packages from the United States, 
or clandestine gifts from Ameri- 
cans or British, or by what is of- 
fered in the black markets. 


Impoverished Fare at Best. 


But at the most generous esti- 
mate, the German city dweller is 
getting an impoverished fare. Doc- 
tors say it takes at least 2000 cal- 
ories a day—over an extended 
peiod—to keep even a sedentary 
worker strong enough to walk. 
The minimum’ British ration is 
2700 calories. And then, in Ger- 
many, there is a certain mumbo- 
jumbo in the use of this word 
“calorie.” One German with mor- 
‘dant wit defined it as meaning 
“a denazified vitamin.” The 
trouble is that the diet is extreme- 
ly short on proteins, containing 
almost no meat or fats of any 
sort. 

This is reflected not only in the 
gray faces of adults, but also in 
the unnatural rosiness in young 
cheeks—the first symptom of mal- 
nutrition. It is shown most clear- 
ly by the scales, Surveys indicate 
that men between 20 and 39 are 
10.7 pounds underweight; those 
between 40 and 59 years, 17.1 
pounds, and those over 60 years, 
22.5 pounds, Women between 20 
and 39 were found to be only 3.7 
pounds underweight; those be- 
tween 40 and 59 years, 144 
pounds, and those over 60 were 
20.6 pounds off. These figures 
were compiled in September—the 
most favorable time of the year 
when diets still were supple 
mented by garden-raised vege- 
tables, The averages are expected 
to become more alarming as the 
winter progresses, 

Life amidst ruins, in crowded 
and cold rooms—the average city 
German will get only 100 pounds 
of coal to see him through this 
winter—and on short rations is 
bound to affect people’s minds as 
well as their bodies. More about 
that later.

But the reader who 
appreciated F. L. Green's story 
ef pursuit only because of the 
exciting suspense implicit in. the 
ection will be disappointed. In 
“A Flask for the Journey” Green 
emphasizes the other main facet 
of his genius; a gift for penetrat- 
ing psychological study. 

The first pereon hero of this 
povel is pursued by no police. 
Rather is he driven by the 
abominations of humanity and 
by hia own worldly self to seek 
true freedom within himaelf. 

Green tella, really, two stories;

A young girl visits the house. 
To her he tells the story of his 
search. The next day she is 
gone and a detective, come to 
find her, tells him her story, a 
4ull and rather ordinary tale of 
@ man from the country falling 
in Jove with a city girl who won't 
tell him yes and won't tell him 
no, largely because she doesn’t 
know herself.

HE. hero's story, however, Is 
an exciting narrative of life 
in a prison camp, of daring 
escapes, solitary confinements, 
and psychiatrie aberrations. 
Deeper and more interesting is 
the description of how a sensi- 
tive mind reacts to such an ex- 
perience, turning inward, soul- 
searching in an attempt to find 
the meaning and worth of life. 
And once found, the sense of 
true freedom sets the finder 
apart from the rest of men, 
each of whom, nursing his own 
peculiar astigmatism, expects all 
to see ashe does. 

If the girl's story bears some 
eontrapuntal relationship to the 
man's, showing perhaps the con- 
ditions of siavery as opposed to 
the conditions of freedom of the 
mind, such a relationship is not 
established with sufficient 
‘strength. But for 200 pages of 
his novel Green tells of man’s 
wnending search for inner peace 
and does so with a story that 
moves fast enough to sustain in- 
jerest and deep enough to en- 
eourage rereading.

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SEXUAL BEHAVIOR IN THE 
HUMAN MALE 
By Alfred C. Kinsey, Wardell 8.

‘GROUP of University of In- 
A diana zoologists, accustomed 

to pinning masses of insects 
on boards and checking their di- 
mensions and color patterns, be- 
gan nine years ago a colossal 
case-history study of the sex hab- 
its of the animal homo Ameri- 
canus. To date they have elab- 
orately and intimately questioned 
12,000 Americans, at least 50 
from every state in the Union, 
some from colleges, some from 
farm diatricta and some in pris- 
on. Of these, 6300 were male, 
and apparently some 5000 were 
white males, and it is with these 
that their massive study deals. 
(The title is somewhat mislead- 
ing.) The authors hope to con- 
tinue their study until it records 
a sampling of 100,000 Ameri- 
cana, and to publish their find- 
ings in a series of fat volumes. 

“The present study,”’ the au- 
thors modestly state, “is de- 
signed as a first atep in the arc- 
cumulation of a body of scien- 
tific fact that may provide the 
basis for sounder generalizations 
about the sexual behavior of cer- 
tain groups and, some day, even 
of our American population as a 
whole.”” - Magazine summaries 
which nae already appeared 
seem to regard it as more than 
a first step. 

ET it be sald at once that 
L those wishing dramatic con- 

clusions will do better to 
read the popular summaries 
than this forbidding, cautious, 
heavily statistical book. Yet, im- 
bedded in the _ socio-statistical 
lingo, a careful reader may dis- 
cover masses of material which 
contradict the picture of Amer- 
ican sex habits conventional in 
our pulpits, and even that re- 
flected in our novels. Some of 
it will not surprise psychologists, 
though much of it runs counter 
even to conventional psychiatric 
suppositions. 

Perhaps the most significant 
contribution is the evidence that 
the sexual history of most Amer- 
ican males begins in infancy and 
is comparable to that observed 
by zoologists among the larger 
anthropoid apes. The authors 
believe that subsequent sexual 
behavior is largely conditioned 
by preadolescent and adolescent 
habit patterns, which vary some- 
what from class to class but sel- 
dom conform to the antique pre- 
scriptions either of the law or 
of the churches. 

Moreover, they give striking 
statistical support to their con- 
clusion that the period of the 
male's maximum sexual potency 
is in his later teens, not a dec- 
ade or two later, as has often 
been postulated, and they also 
observe that those males who 
reach adolescence earliest not 
only tend to the most active 
early sex life, but maintain it 
even into old age. Theories. of 
“conservation of powers” are not 
supported by their observations. 
Their lists of ‘‘top athletes” in- 
cluded persona with both low 
and high rates of sexual outlet. 

The words “normal” and ‘‘ab- 
normal” obviously need redefini- 
tion in the light of the evidence. 
As used today, the definitions of

— more than words ,.« part of our philosophy 
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clase; they are social rather than 
blological concepts. 

The authors have analyzed 
and cross-checked their data 
with a bewildering abundance of 
statistical refinements. While 
their absolute figures upon pre- 

marital sex experience, and even 
upon extra-marital experiences, 
will doubtless shock some read- 
ers who distrust whatever runs 
contrary to their “hunches,” the 
authors find no evidence what- 
ever to support alarmists who 
hold that the younger generation 
is going to the dogs. 

‘‘In general,” as they state in 
their academic jargon, “‘the sex- 
ual patterns of the younger gen- 
eration are so nearly identical 
with the sexual patterns of the 
older generation in regard to so 
many types of sexual activity 
that there seems to be no sound 
basis for the widespread opinion 
that che yqunger generation has 
become more active in its socic- 
sexual contacts.’’ There is some 
evidence that resort to avowed 
prostitutes is declining, little that 
the total of extra-marital inter- 
course is changing. 


The outline of questions asked 
will bring a blush to some read- 
ers’ faces, and make others won- 
der how much any individual’s 
recollections can be trusted. The 
authors have great confidence in 
their interviewing techniques; 
their usual first approach to a 
contact is a statement that ‘‘the 
doctors need to know more about 
these things,’’ which appeals to 
all classes. It may be that a 
certain selectivity among those 
willing or unwilling to undergo 
the questionnaire somewhat dis- 
torts the statistical totals. But 
certainly we have never had so 
elaborate and scientific a study of 
what American sex habits actual- 
ly are, and the ultimate impact 
of such a study upon our laws 
and educational theories should 
be considerable, ‘On a specific 
calculation of our data,’’ the 
authors dryly observe, “‘it may 
be stated that at least 85 per 
cent of the younger male popula- 
tion (of America) could be con- 
victed as sex offenders if law- 
enforcement officials were as 
efficient as most people expect 
them to be.”

FREDRICK THE GREAT, THE RULER, 
THE WRITER, THE MAN 
By G. P. Gooch 


{Alfred A. Knopf, New York, $5.00.) 


HIS excellent biography of 
T one of the greatest Germans 

by. one of the greatest Eng- 
lish historians is an example of 
how scholarship transcends re- 
venge and hate. Nowhere in this 
volume can one even read into 
the author's words any sem- 
blance of bias or enmity. Re- 
calling the violent expressions of 
hate which followed for years 
after World War I, making it 
difficult to present anything 
German on the basis of its merit, 
it seems possible to conclude 
that, after all, civilization is on 
the forward march. 

Professor Gooch has brought 
to his ald an unlimited wealth 
of historical knowledge, keenness 
o* judgment and depth af. per- 
ception, all of which represent 
scholarship at its beat. Along 
with this he lost no opportunity 
to tie up the past with the pres- 
ent which gives the book value 
not only to students and scholars 
but also to the general reader. 

2 . + 

It would have been possible to 
tire the layman with a minute 
account of Fredrick’s military 
campaigns and indeed this is 
what most ef his previous biog- 
raphers have done. But Profes- 
sor Gooch has not fallen into 
this trap. In two very brief 
chapters he summarizes the cam- 
paigns of the war of the Austrian 
Succession and the Seven Years 
war in easy lines, which even a 
layman can follow. He then de- 
scribes Fredrick’s personal re- 
lationships with his contempo- 
raries such as Catherine of Rus- 
sia, Joseph of Austria, the crown 
prince, and Fredrick’s sister Wil- 
helmina, 

The most interesting of these 
personal relationship is the one 
with the great French philoso- 
pher Voltaire. Gooch gives 
three chapters to the subject. 
“Philosopher by inclination and 
politician by duty’’ was Fred- 
rick’s own description of himself, 
from which it can be seen that 
Voltaire represented everything 
he wanted to be. So Fredrick set 
out to woo him, persuading him 
to come to Sans Souci. There 
the two men wrote and discussed 
poetry and literature, ridiculed 
the frailties and superstitions of 
men (‘‘this damned human 
race’) and exalted the free un- 
prejudiced rational mind. In this 
honeymoon period he regarded 
Voltaire as possessing ‘‘the elo- 
quence of Cicero, the gentleness 
of Pliny, and the wisdom of 
Agrippa.”’ 

But gradually the honeymoon 
wore off and Voltaire went back 
to France never to return to 
Prussia again. The subject over 
which they quarreled seems tn- 
important. What it shows is that 
upon contact the enthusiasm of 
the two men for each other had 
dimmed.

HE small map at the right of 
this column shows the prin- 
cipal states in the realm of 
Dalarna, a country which never 
existed but which bears a cers 
tain resemblance to other seats 
of civilization whose histories are 
taught in schools all over our 
world. .The turbulent story of 
Dalarna is told in a newly pub- 
lished book called ‘‘The Well of 
the Unicorn’’ (William Sloan 
Associates, $3.50) by an author 
whose identity is concealed un- 
der the pseudonym of George U. 
Duncan, 

The reader is under no com- 
pulsion to seek for hidden mean- 
ings in this novel. He can take 
it and leave it at its face value. 
If he does he will have enjoyed 


‘the practical. equivalent of a me- 


dieval romance by somebody like 
Maurice Hewlett. Such an expe- 
rience needn't be acorned aince 
a well told tale, full of action 
and charged with a high degree 
of literacy, is not picked up on 
every counter. Most readers, 
however, are likely to find that 
the struggle for power in Da- 
larna and the patterns of be- 
havior involved are not unfamil- 
iar. Men are like this, the book 
seems to say, whether they fight 
with catapults or machine guns 
and the dynamism created by a 
complex of human wills is always 
a threat to any conception of 
law and order. 

At the beginning of the story 
the Vulkings, a ‘‘superior”’ race 
because they are blond and war- 
like, have fastened their rule on 
a considerable part of Dalarna 
and are preparing to extend it 
to the rest of the known world. 
At the end they are overthrown 
and their leader’s head is brought 
in on a pike. How the begin- 
nings of the revolt are organ- 
ized, how it progresses through 
intrigue, loose alliances and bat- 
tle by sea and land, to a suc- 
cessful but still indeterminate 
conclusion, form the body of 


the story.

ISS MITCHELL also con- 
tinues to have a voluminous 
fan mail.

“T sent the clothes’ said Miss 
Mitchell, “including underwear 
and other accessories. He had 
written that he was five feet 
tall. Well, so am I, almost, but 
I couldn't go down town and 
try on men’s clothes in order to 
determine the size. So I went to 
a Chinese restaurant and ex- 
plained my problem to the pro- 
prietor, He retired to the kitch- 
en. Sounds of high sttehak 
voices and excited discussions in 
Chinese came out to me. Final- 
ly he emerged, all smiles, with 
two chefs each just five feet. In 
this way we determined the prop- 
er size and I went out to do my 
shopping.’ 

During the war Miss Mitchell 
and her husband engaged active- 
ly in Civilian Defense work and 
Miss Mitchell did a regular stint 
with the Red Cross. Since the 
war the illnese of her husband 
has naturally occupied much of 
her personal time. The business 
of being author of ‘“‘Gone With 
the Wind” however is still 
what takes up most of her pro- 
fessional time.

INCE the author does not 
force his allegory many in- 
terpretations of this novel 
are possible. Every reader, no 
will make his own. Some 
may be consoled by the thought 
that “The Well” really is a 
fountain of peace and light if 
only all will drink of it. 

The author of “The Well of 
the Unicorn”’ is described by the 
publishers as a successful writer 
of non-fiction works, who is a 
prodigious scholar. The claim is 
easily belleved for while this 
novel-—his first—-is pure inven- 
tion it is the sort of invention 
that only a thoroughly schooled 
writer would find possible. The 
archaic flavor of text and dia- 
logue is a necessary device for 
creating the proper atmosphere, 
lia occasional quaintness ta pot 
bothersome, On the contrary tt 
provides a meaas for achieving 
a tight condensation of meaning 
not ordinarily encountered in 
modern idiomatic prose. The 
writing, in fact, is extraordinar- 
lly precise, lean and muscular, an 
effect which is derived in part 
from the author's preference for 
words of North European, rath- 
er than Latin origin. The defect 
of its quality is its coolness, a 
defect offset somewhat by the 
strong and racy dialogue. 

As I have indicated “The Well 
of the Unicorn” is disturbing or 
not in accordance with the spec- 
ulative inclinations of the read- 
er. It is, in any case, a strong 
and provocative book.

Giants, this is a eompanion 
volume to “Sixteen Famous 
American Plays’ (G-21, 1941) 
and “Sixteen Famous British 
Plays’ (G-63, 1942). Onte again 
modern mass publication makes 
possible at low price a bookful 
of playa which, bought separate- 
ly, would be prohibitively costly. 

A major difficulty of this col- 
lection — that of translation -— 
has been intelligently resolved, 
though the compilers’. previous 
rules of selection have neces- 
aarily had to be alightly modi- 
fied (it was impossible, for in- 
atance, to choose 756 per cent of 
these selections from the mate- 
rial of the past 10 years). The 
omission of Irish plays from the 
volume of Famous British Plays 
has been nullified by the Inclu- 
sion here of Synge'’s “The Play- 
boy of the Western World” and 
Carroll’s ‘“‘Shadow and Sub- 
stance,” betwee which ‘“‘lies 
most of the history of Dublin's 
Abbey Theater.”’

The collection starts appropri- 
ately with Ibsen’s “The Wild 
Duck” (1884), included because 
“earlier ...and stodgier anthol- 
ogists almost invariably tgnored 
it.”” The latest play is Jean Girau- 
doux’s “Amphytryon 38" (1937). 
Old favorites such as Tchekov's 
“The Sea Gull,” Pirandellos 
“Six Characters in Search of an 
Author,”’ and Molnar’s “Liliom”™ 
are included; and other plar- 
wrights represented are Haupt- 
mann, Ansky, Gorky, Deval, Ros- 
tand, Sierra, Schnitzler, Capek, 
and Vicki Baum. A number of 
the plays have never been an- 
thologized, say the ‘cdmpilers; 
and one of them—vVicki. Baum’s 
“Grand Hotel’’—has “never be- 
fore appeared in print.” 

An Introduction by the late 
John Anderson of the New York 
“Journal - American” evaluates 
each play and the relative im- 
portance of its author in world 
literature. Between “the carboliec 
wrath of ‘The Wild Dock'” and 
the “singing richness’ of Synge's 
“Playboy” and the “witty line, 
the relish of character, the 
soothing speech of “Shadow 
and Substance” lie nearty 1000 
pages of dramatic adventure, 
spiritual dynamics, candid 
searching of emotions and mo- 
tives. It seems superfluous to 
commend this volume as “a 
good buy.”

Court took no action in_the Fisher 
case on a request that it declare 
segregation unconstitutional, | 

Federal Court Ruling. | 

The court held that Negroes are 
entitled not only to receive in 
state institutions any sort of edu- 
cational training that whites can 
get in such schools, but also to 
get it as quickly as any other 
group. 

The order was issued only four 
days after oral arguments on the 
appeal, as compared with the 
weeks or months that usually 
elapse. The court did not specify 
how Oklahoma strould meet its re- 
quirements under the order. 


During oral arguments, how- 
ever, Justice Frankfurter asked 
attorneys representing the state 
whether, in case of an order for 
immediate provision of a law 
course, the state regents could 
admit the Negro woman either 
regularly or temporarily to the 
University Law School, set up 
classes for her there, or immedi- 
ately organize a law school for 
Negroes elsewhere in the state. 

The Oklahoma lawyers replied 
they believed the regents had | 
power to take any of those courses 
despite the Oklahoma laws requir- 
ing racial segregation in schools. 

Mrs. Fisher sought unsuccess- 
fully to enroll at the state univer- 
sity in 1946, and after being de- 
nied enroliment she filed suit in

Food Gardens 


Important Now 
As in Wartime 


By the Master Gardener 
In a recent statement, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Clinton P. 
Anderson called upon the Nation's 


home gardeners to continue their 
aid in meeting the critical world 
needs for food. 

He said: “The substantial con- 
tribution home gardeners can 
make in increasing the domestic 
food supply was proved during 
the war years. Their help will 
be enlisted again for the year 
ahead, when many areas of the 
world will be desperately in need 


“Twenty million Freedom Gar- 
dens is recommended as the mini- 
mum goal for 1948, These 
gardens can be tremendously 
significant in adding to our total 
domestic food supply .., and the 
prodtce from them can take the 
place of many foods vitally needed 
for export.” 

Secretary Anderson offers a 
mighty important reason to have 
a really productive vegetable 
garden. Consider also that a good 
vegetable garden helps meet in- 
creased living costs and provides 
nutritious food for the family, 

Soil Can Be Tested. 

While it is not difficult to have 
a big-producing garden, there are 
a few things that should be con- 
sidered for finest results, 

First, of course, comes the soil. 
Is it fertile? To answer, “yes,” 
here is what to do... 

1. Keep up humus content of 
the soil by sowing clover crops 
and working them into the soil, 
Or, if this is not convenient, pro- 
vide humus in the form of peat 
moss, manure or compost 
materials, 

2. Test soil and maintain cor- 
rect pH (acid and alkaline balance 
of the soil). For the average vege- 
table garden, a pH range of 6.0 
Simple soil 
testing outfits are available at 
small cost from garden supply 
stores. | 

3. Feed vegetables with a com- 
'plete plant food. It will help get 
'full-flavored, highly nutritious veg- 
etables—an all-round bigger and 
better crop.

Roses Classified 
In Society Talkig 


Most of the roses that the av-|# 
erage person knows about are 
Hybrid Tea roses, Francis R, Mc- 
Math of Webster Groves told 
members of the Rose Society of | # 
Greater St. Louis last Friday 
night, but there are many more. 
He then classified roses in groups, 
according to sizes of. plants and 
blooms, 


There are, in the smallest range, 
the group called Miniatures. They 
are suitable for borders primarily, 
McMath said, are varicolored and 
bloom as often as larger varieties. 

Next in size are the Polyanthas, 
which provide color for foundation 
planting, interspersed with shrubs. 
They do not have perfection of 
form, nor much fragrance, but 
they are not used enough, he said, 
in developing garden color pat- 
terns. 

Floribundas are bigger than 
Polyanthas, not so big as the Hy- 
brid Teas. They have good buds 
and flowers, some perfume, are 
nice for borders or for bedding, 
and provide a good gradation of 
color. The Floribundas often are 
used as root-stock for hybrid de- 
velopments. 

Hybrid Teas are the average | 
sized roses commonly best known 
by yard and garden rose growers. 
They include such flowers as the 
Crimson Glory and the Radiance. 
Tea roses, not hybridized, grow 
mostly in the South, are little 
known here. 

Hybrid Perpetuals grow quite 
tall, bloom all summer. Flowers | 
are large and perfume prominent. | 

Shrub roses, which sometimes. 
go to 15 feet in height, are spiney, 
bloom all season, have large 
flowers and prominent perfume. 
There are no actual climbing | 
roses, McMath aaild, for none of | 
those called climbers put out ten- 
drils to anchor to a supporting 
frame, although many will grow | 
20 to 25 feet in a season and) 
supply more bloom on each plant | 
than any other roses. 

Tree roses, which are like little. 
trees, with a long trunk and a. 
cluster of foliage and flowering 
branches at the top, are difficult 
to protect from winter cold, al- 
though several advanced amateur 
growers in this area have them 
and take special care of them 
during the dormant season. .

They were discouraged by 100 
police who took up positions with 
fixed bayonets in front of them, 
and about 200 other police, foot 
and mounted, stationed &t van- 
tage points with machine guns 
and several armored cars 
demonstration outside 
acre British consulate compound 
lasted two and one-half hours. 

A much shorter demonstration 


eccurred at the American con- 
gulate, which is in a skyscraper 
and next door to a police station. 
About 500 Chinere marched on 
the American consulate, but found 
it so heavily guarded by police 
they retired across the street and 
contented themselves with shout- 
ing, chanting and pasting up 
“anti-imperialism” stickers on the 
Metropole Hotel. 

-The announced reason: for the 
demonstration the same that 
thousands of Chinese gave for 
burning down the British con- 
gulate and destroying, wrecking 
or damaging many other build- 
ings at Canton yesterday, a loss 
the British estimated at $8,000,000. 

In both cases, the demonstrators 
said they were protesting the 
clearing out of a Chinese squatter 
colony in Kowloon, a part of the 
British crown colony of Hong 
Kong. 

Gov. T. V. Soong, of Kwangrtung 
province, other officials and the 
semi-efficial newspaper Centra! 
Daily charged the trouble was 
stirred up by Communists. 

Handbilis distributed by the 
demonstrators showed Uncle Sam 


planting dollar-marked flags over’ 


China and Chinese being run 
down by jeeps. 

They also smeared the signs of 
British firms and painted the 
sides of American ships and Army 
and Navy cars with such as: “Go 
home, you dirty faces.” Most of 
their ire, however, was directed 
against the British Consulate. 

British Ambassador Ralph Stev- 
enson, in protesting the Canton 
riot yesterday, reserved the right 
to ask for compensation. The Chi- 
nese Government has already 
apologized for the “unfortunate 
infcident.” and warned Chincse 
provincial and municipal offictals 
they will be held responsible for 
any more damage to British dip- 
lomatic property. 

A report from Hong Kong said 
ali consular employes and officials 
were safe and that four British 
nationals were slightly injured. I 
also was reported that 50 to 100 
British women and children at 
Canton had been flown to Hong 
Kong.

200-INCH MIRROR 
USED FIRST TIME 
TO VIEW HEAVENS 


PASADENA, Calif., Jan. 17 
(AP)—Man has taken his first 
exploratory “look” at the universe 
through the new 200-inch tele- 
scope on Mount Palomar, the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology an- 
nounced tonight. 

The first man to observe 
through the world’s greatest tele- 
scope—a $6,260,000 project expect- 
ed to probe farther into space 
than scientists of a generation 
ago ever dreamed—was Dr. John 
A. Anderson, Institute scientist 
who supervised the grinding and 
polishing of the mirror. 

Dr. Anderson took his “new 
look” at the universe in stride. 

“There was no more sensation 
than a mechanic has when he 
goes to the shop and turns a lathe 
over. It will take a long time and 
lots of adjusting to find out what 
I saw,” Dr, Anderson related, 

It waa late in December when 
Dr. Anderson, who had spent 11 
years grinding and polishing the 
great mirror, and fellow scientists 
first had a preview of what has 
been billed as astronomy's great- 
est spectacle. 

“Tl wasn’t ‘looking,’ 
ing,”” Anderson said.

MILLINOCKET, Me., Jan. 17 
(AP) — Tidy new homes rising 
rapidly here to ease the housing 
shortage are monuments to the 
co-operative spirit in this little 
paper manufacturing town. 

The people, the Great Northern 
Paper Co. and a bank joined the 
community endeavor which is pro- 
viding dwellings at a cost of about 

75 a room, compared with ap- 
proximately $1500 elsewhere. 

With .nany willing hands pitch- 
ing in, new houses—complete with 
cellar, electricity, plumbing and 
heating-—-are goi up at costs of 
$4000 to $6500. “Without the co- 
operative action, the cost would be 
approximately double. 

The paper concern, principal in- 
dustry for the 6300 inhabitants, 
began the enterprise a year ago. 
It laid out 51 lots. Seven others 
were laid out elsewhere by indi- 
viduals. The company constructed 
sewers and built streets. 

The Great Northern reserved 
five lots in scattered parts of th 
development and on-them is build- 
ing six-room houses to rent to 
employes for $45 a month. These

Since many lot owners were 
war veterans, they first called in 
Veterans’ Administration officials 
for discussion, and the Millinocket 
Trust Co. presented an attractive 
proposition with loans which can 
be liquidated in 16 to 15 years. 
The interest rate is 5 per cent. 


Great Northern helped to trim 
building costs. It offered special 
rates for use of its horses and 
trucks by men who felled their 
own logs, and for milling. The 
company furnished without charge 
except for overtime—a bulldozer 
and operator to excavate and 
backfill; a cement mixer - and 
operator and several sets of form 
panels and miscellaneous equip- 
ment.

QUESTION—When it is time 
for the auditor to examine the 
hooks, should the treasurer let 
her take them with her?— 
TREASURER, Indianapolis. 

ANSWER—Yes. The treas- 
urer permits the auditor to 
have the books, but it is well 
to accept a receipt for them. 


QUESTION—Why are ques- 
tions sometimes referred to 
committees? Why not vote on 
the motions at the meetings? — 
N.B., Brockton, Mass. 

ANSWER—Many subjects re- 
quire some investigation, or 
perhaps more discussion than 
the assembly has time to give 
during a meeting. Consequent- 
ly, the best course to take is 
to place the proposition in the 
hands of a committee. The 
motion to “commit” cannot be 
made if anything is pending 
except a main motion and its 
amendments, and the motion to 
postpone indefinitely, because 
the motion to “refer to a com- 
mittee” is one of the lower 
ranking subsidiary motions. 
Any higher motion ovdtranks 
the one to commit. The mo- 
tion to commit is amendable 

‘and debatable, but the debate 
is limited to the advisability of 
referring the question to a 
"committee, and to “which” 
committee. The merits of the 
main motion will be open for 
discussion when it comes back 
from the committee.

'Maintenance Fund Campaign 


Opens Wednesday—$39,859 
Already Pledged. 


A $125,000 goal has been set in 
the annual drive for the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra’s mainte- 
nance fund for the 1948-49 season, 
Towner Phelan, general chairman 
of the drive, announced last night. 


Purpose of the campaign, to 
begin Wednesday and continue 
through Feb, 14, is to finance the 
deficit incurred each season by 
the orchestra, since tickets are 
sold to the public at a level far 
below the figure necessary to 
make the organization self-sup- 
porting. 

“The $125,000 goal is the same 
as that of last year,” Phelan said, 
“in spite of increased operating 
cost, increased prices paid to 
guest soloists and higher general 
expense involved in maintaining 
the symphonic organization as a 
civic enterprise. 

“Already, a total of $39,859 has 
been pledged by supporters of the 
symphony, as compared to $36,784 
received during the corresponding 
period last year. This is an indi- 
cation that civic-minded persons 
in St. Louis have become cogni- 
zant of the importance of the or- 
chestra as a eufural betterment 
to the city,” he said 

A minimum contribution of $100 
is being sought of business firms 
by the women’s corporation divi- 
sion under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Wills T. Engle.

6 €] orn c U. S. A.” is the fourth in a seties of books by 


John Gunther with which most of us are familiar; the 
other volumes having revealed at least something of the 
“insides” of Europe, Asia and Latin America. 

If the publicity attending 
this latest publication is cor- 
rect, Mr. Gunther has the 
widest world audience of 
any living American writer, 
His books have been trans- 
lated into some 20 languages 
and have had a wide sale in 
all of these foreign coun- 
tries. 

Certainly there has never 
been a time in history when 
it was more vital for all the 
people of the world to know 
as much as possible about 
the “insides” of their neigh- 
bors, for it is upon the 
understanding which comes 
from such knowledge that 
our hope of peace rests 
most strongly. 

It seems to me that this

FUSED ABOUT THE OZARKS? an important writer and 
also places upon his shoulders a heavy responsibility for 
accuracy, 

The general consensus of the critics seems to give Gunther 
‘high marks in this regard, although I have no doubt that an 
individual critic from any state might find something in the 
particular chapter about his state with which he could take 
issue. Most of us enjoy a bit of gossip about the neighbors 
and Gunther is undoubtedly too smart a reporter not to take 
advantage, at least occasionally, of this easy metHod of arous- 
ing interest and controversy, 
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Once in a while, in the compilation of such a vast array 
of factual] material, it is inevitable that the author should 
go astray on his basic facts. Thus in the case of Missouri, 
which seems to me well reported on the whole, there can 
be found examples of both the gossip, as in the account of 
Kansas City in the hey-day of the Pendergast machine, 
and the error in fact, as in Gunther's brief paragraphs 
on the Ozarks,

@ “THE OZARKS ARE THE POOR WHITE Trash Citadel 
of America,” states the author—and I will state just as flatly 
that this is incorrect. Nor does any sentimental liking of 
mine for the beauties of the region or the warm-heartedness 
of its people enter into my denial of Mr. Gunther's evaluation 
of the Ozark region. 

He has simply made a statement which he does not.and 
cannot back up with facts. He then proceeds to sugar-coat 
his criticism with faint praise. We have no mineral wealth in 
our mountains except lead and zinc, he says, but in an earlier 
paragraph he has already stated that these are the richest 
deposits of their kind in the world. 

And he should know, in addition, that we mine some fron 
which may become increasingly important and have also the 
largest barite mines in the nation, . 
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@ HE MENTIONS THE OZARKS AS A “BLOCK” which pre- 
vents cattle from western ranges from coming to the St. Louis 
market, but doesn’t know that the Ozarks themselves graze 
more beef cattle per section of land than any western range. 

He has not heard of such other agricultural resources as 
dairy products, poultry and fruit which come from the region 
in steadily increasing quantities. 

Nor is he conscious of our 15 million acres of hardwood and 
pine timber which, under today’s aggressive forestry program, 
are beginning to forge ahead again as a valuable asset. Nor 
has he ever heard, apparently, of our recreational resources.

@ MR. GUNTHER SEEMS BADLY CONFUSED, as well, 
when he talks about people. He refers to an ancient com- 
pendium, “These United States,” which uses the language of 
the 1880s, and which says that Ozark mountaineers are 
“Hoosiers, Crackers, Pikers, and so on.” 

My understanding is that the Hoosiers live In Indiana and 
are proud of it, that Crackers live in Georgia. And I'll let Pike 
county, which has its full share of fine old pre-Civil] War 
colonial mansions, answer the charge that its population was 
made up of fugitives from convict colonies and bond-servants 
of low degree.

After all, though Mr. Gunther seems unaware of it, Pike 
county is not in the Ozarks, If we have a “poor white 
trash”. citadel in America, it certainly is not in Missouri 
and doubly not in the Ozarks, , 

It is, if anywhere, in the slums of our great industrial 
cities and on the cotton-starved acres of states which for 
generations have practiced a one-crop, share-crop agri- 
culture. 
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@ MANY OZARK PEOPLE ARE POOR, but poverty in itself 
is somewhat a matter whether you are poor in goods or in 
spirit. And we are not poor in spirit. 

We are—and oddly enough, I am here quoting the some- 
what contradictory Mr. Gunther—a highland people that loves 
solitude (to a degree) and scorns comfort, literature and 
luxury (also to a degree). The parentheses are mine. 


We came, most of ug, from the mountain country of the 
eastern seaboard and before that, as often as not, from the 
rugged highland country of Scotland. We are independent, 
sturdy, self-sufficient. 

We live well with our neighbors—and can even get along 
with “furriners,” if they'll speak softly and get their facts 
straight. 
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@ AND THE ONLY REASON I HAVE GONE INTO the 
matter at all is because Mr. Gunther, surely lacking that sense 
of humor which is an inherent characteristic of our Ozark 
mountaineers, quoted with a straight face, to help prove his 
point, a humorous story which was once told in this column 
and thereafter, in its humorous context, was retold in Life 
magazine, I hope Mr. Gunther won't mind the correction and 
will some day come pay us a visit.

E wore a flaming-red shirt, 
H his thick blond hair was wavy, 

his eyes were blue and trou- 
bled. He moved about incessantly, 
hands thrust deep into topcoat 
pockets. At dinner in the abbey’s 
guest quarters he was quiet and 
preoccupied, but he left his seat 
early, crossing himself as he rose. 

The voice of the reader in the 
refectory—an ex-Brooklyn fireman 
and former soldier, by the way— 
continued strongly over the 
neither monks 
nor lay brothers nor novices were 
visible to us, but we could hear 
the words as the former soldier 
read aloud to his fellow Trappist 
“victims for the world.” 

The young man In the red shirt 
was the fourteenth veteran of 
World War II to enter the Abbey 
of Our Lady of the Holy Ghost, 
This was his last day in the bright 
shirt, his last day to jingle the 
coins in his pocket, the last day 
that his hair would be unmarked 
by tonsuring clippers. 

Already accepted as a postulant, 
he was moving in next day with 
the novices called to the lay broth- 
erhood of the silent Cistercian Or- 
der of the Strict Observance, most 
rigid of the Roman Catholic 
monastic orders. 

You -wondered why this ex- 
gunner in the Air Force, only 23 
years old, wanted to leave the 
secular world ... why he sought 
a life of prayer, penance, manual 
labor and silence. 

He tried to explain, but couldn't. 
Yet he was certain he had found 
his vocation. 

You noted again the restless- 
ness of him and felt suddenly 
that he simply sought the peace 
that 13 other former soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines afe finding in 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Jan. 17. 
SANE man who for almost 22 
oe walked among the ma- 
niacs in a Massachusetts insti- 
tution for the criminally insane 
has, after an eternity of mental 


_anguish, been restored to the nor- 


mal world. But he is not free. 

For the man: is Richard A. 
Bearse who—almost a quarter of 
a century ago-—murdered his 
mother in a crime that shocked 
the country. Bearse, a brilliant 
young Springfield engineer, was 
found kneeling over the body of 
his mother, Mrs. Etta A. Bearse, 
on the morning of Aug. 8, 1926, 
in the Bearse home. 

Investigators said the woman 
had *been tortured by her son 
through a whole night of terror, 
and finally died with Richard's 
strangling’ fingers around her 
neck. 
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Now Bearse is to be placed on 
trial for that murder. In the 
interval, he has been in the 
Bridgewater State Hospital for 
the Criminally Insane, For all 
but three months of those 22 
years, alienists now say, Bearse 
was sane—a man with a healthy 
mind living among lunatics.

THERE ARE FEW stories in 
the annals of crime stranger than 
the story of Richard Bearse. As 
is always the procedure in Massa- 
chusetts in cases involving a capi- 
tal crime, Bearse was given a 
sanity hearing before being put 
on trial. He was adjudged a vic- 
tim of dementia praecox and sent 
to Bridgewater. 

The trial never was held, The 
grand jury murder indictment 
gathered dust in the county files. 
But now Bearse, aged far beyond 
his 48 years, has been legally de- 
clared sane again—and the mur- 
der indictment has been dusted 
off. The trial, authorities concede, 
is apt to be nothing but a formal- 
ity that will end with Bearse’s 
acquittal,

DETROIT, Jan. 17—Eugene Ig- 
natius Van Antwerp, who has 
just eased his portly frame into 
the mayor’s chair of this more or 
less dynamic city, and ordered a 
bigger chair, has by virtue of his 
position as a councilman long 
been referred to as a “city 
father.” The term has seldom 
been applied more aptly. There 
are those who, in the heat of an 
election race, have attempted to 
belittle Van Antwerp’s qualifica- 
tions for high public office, but 
no one has deigned to. challenge 
his stature in the fatherhood field, 

He has 11 children, ranging in 
age from 35 to 12. One is a 
priest, One a nun and one a sem- 
inary student. On the secular 
side, the roster includes an engi- 
neer, a manufacturers’ agent, 
three housewives and a miscel- 
lany of students. By the latest 
count there are 21 Van Antwerp 
grandchildren. 

Despite the prodigious task of 
rearing so large a family, the new 
mayor has found time in his 58 
years for a nice assortment of 
careers and hobbies. He was a 
teacher, homesteader, policeman, 
soldier and civil engineer, before 
becoming a public official. 

In his spare time he has served 


‘as national commander of the 


Veterans of Foreign Wars, estab- 
lished himself as something of an 
authority on early Detroit lore 
(he is a fifth generation member 
of one of Detroit’s oldest Catholic 
families), toured: every state of 
the United States and every prov- 
ince of Canada and has painted 
murals on his kitchen walls. 

City Hall observers have him 
tagged as a man whose thought is 
extensive if not particularly deep, 
and note that he has a habit of 
meandering from the subject at 
council sessions. They agree that 
he is an interesting and articulate 
talker. : 

He is an affable, friendly man, 


swith a gentle humor that is in 


great contrast to the mordant wit 
of his predecessor, Edward J, Jef- 
fries Jr. He readily admits that 
he likes to hear himself talk.

A 
former city clerk’s name, Fred 
Castator, had enough appeal to 
elect his nephew, a bus driver, to 
the council. Billy Rogell, a base- 
ball player, and Gus Dorais, a 
football coach, were successful 
“name” candidates, although it 
was their own names, appearing 
incessantly on the sports pages, 
that made them known. 

Van Antwerp, when he first was 
elected a councilman 16 years ago, 
undoubtedly owed much to the 
reputation of his uncle, the Msgr. 
Francis J. Van Antwerp. Jeffries, 
who entered,the council at the 
same time, was the son of a well 
known judge. pe 

As to personalities, the issue in 
the recent councilmanic election 
was easily grasped. It was simply: 
“Is the candidate a jerk or 
isn’t he?” 

This perhaps oversimplified ap- 
proach to civic affairs was set up 
by Councilman Patrick V. Mce- 
Namara, who complained that he 
was disillusioned with his job be-

HERE had been indications 
T the last couple of times that 
Detroiters were none too 
pleased with him, but the alterna- 
tive each time was a candidate 
with strong CIO backing. Con- 
servative voters stuck to Jeffries, 

Van Antwerp, however, had no 
such weakness. He had always 
been a “joiner.” He was one of 
the city’s most prominent Catholic 
laymen. He had the solid support 
of the veterans organizations. 
Combined with the considerabie 
negative vote that Jeffries had 
aroused, this added up to a sub- 
stantial victory. ' 

Van Antwerp’s major campaign 
promises had been (1) to fire the 
general manager of the municipal 
transit system, who favored buses 
while Van Antwerp favored street 
cars and'(2) to ban the so-called 
“goon squads” of UAW-CIO 
pickets in‘ a strike of garage 
workers, 

The new mayor gets quite a 
raise in salary. As councilman he 
got $5000 a year which was aug- 
mented by his earnings as a civil 
engineer. As mayor he gets $25,000, 

Things haven't changed much in 
the Van Antwerp home so far. 
He still gets up when the alarm 
rings at 7 o’clock. He shaves, 
dresses and fires the coal stoker 
in the basement of his comfort- 
able, 20-year-old, nine-room house. 

Dacia, 17, so named because she 
was the tenth child, has been up 
for an hour and is at church. The 
mayor and his youngest son, Dan- 
ny, 11, make their own breakfast. 
Danny squeezes the orange juice 
and Dad makes the toast and cof- 
fee. Both eat dry cereal. 

During 36 years of married life, 
Van Antwerp has cooked his own 
breakfast and given Mrs. Van Ant- 
werp a few moments of extra sleep 


before her busy day begins. 


Danny takes a cup of coffee to 
her bedside. Dacia is back from 
church and joins her father at the 
breakfast table. Then son Gore, 
26 and married, arrives to drive his 
father to the city hall and drop 
Danny and Dacia at school on the 
way. 

Mrs. Van Antwerp is a quiet; 
slender woman who presides over 
her large family with graciousness, 
There is laughter and warmth in 
the Van Antwerp home and yet 
enough discipline to insure real 
teamwork. 

The new mayor frankly glories 
in the job. He served a brief ap- 
prenticeship back in 1938 and 1939, 
but he was only a third stringer 


and seldom got a chance for ac-

The Proper Cooking of Shrimps 


More to It Than Dabbing Them With Catsup and Calling Result a Cocktail 
Cocktail Sauce

HE proper cooking of shrimps 
T before they are converted into 
appetizers or dropped in a dab 
of catsup and palmed off as a 
cocktail, is something the Little 
Woman has seldom considered 
and rarely done anything about. 
She scoops up the shrimp at 
some market where they have 
been boiled in rain-water, marches 
them home in triumph and her 
husband and guests wonder why 
they are as tasteless as cotton 
batting. 
To insure a good shrimp dish, 
in most cases, you must start at 
the beginning with the raw prod- 


uct. Boil up enough water for 
the amount of shrimp at hand. 
and for each quart of water put!

The settings, by 
Lee Simonson, replace the Kaut-

The latter were not merely old; 
they were old-fashioned and had 
been since the day they were 
made. They reflected the concep- 
tion of stagecraft prevailing at 
the Festspielhaus in Bayreuth and 
that in turn, stemmed from Wag- 
ner himseclf. 

| Wagner, for all of his. musical 
genius, was a ham wher it came 
tothe visual arts. He wanted a 
dragon that roared like thunder 
and emitted red and blue sparks, 
Rhine Maidens swimming in real 
water, Brunhilde mounted on a 
real horse and charging into the 
flames of Valhalla, a real ring of 
fire around the sleeping Brunhilde 
and so on. Many of his stage di- 
rections are tmpossible to fulfill. 
Even if they could be, they would 
do nothing to enhance the artistic 
significance of the operas. The 
intrepid soprano who actually did 
mount a horse and gallop off the 
stage in the final scene of “Got- 
terdammerupg" created a sensa- 
tion. She tould -have done the 
same by walking a tight wire be- 
tween the acts.

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TURTLE COMES TO LIFE 


From Laying of the Egg to Hatch 


evelopment of a Snapper 
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HE Snapping Turtle—Chelydra serpentina to herpetolo- 
gists—is a big, ugly creature, as ferocious as it looks. A 
dweller in stagnant pools and sluggish streams, the snap- 

per often attains a shell length of more than a foot and an 
over-all spread from nose to tip of tail of more than three 
eet. Its skin is warty, its long tail carries horny crests that 

e blunt knobs when the creature is old. Four of five 
toes on its webbed feet are protected by claws. 
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Like most turtles the snapper lays its eggs—they are 
spherical and white—on land, first digging a shallow hole 
in which it deposits them, then uses sand or dirt for a cover. 
Incubation takes two to three months, depending on climate, 
and when the young hatch they begin life on their own. Baby 
snappers are inoffensive but after a couple of years they 
become vicious, Full-grown adult weighs 25 to 30 pounds. 

The snapper is extremely voracious, feeds on fish, rep- 


tiles, waterfowl or almost any animal substance that comes 
its way. It can remain for hours or days under water; on land 
it resembles an alligator in its awkward motions. The turtle 
will seize upon and bite severely anything offered it, its 
powerful, toothless jaws clamping like a vise on the object.

O COMPENSATE for poor hearing, ar- 

tisans for centuries have contrived in- 

genious devices for amplifying sound. 
They fashioned silver into artificial ears, 
imitated conch shells, formed trumpets into 
strange convolutions. 

In permanent exhibit at the Central 
Institute for the Deaf are some 200 of these 
non-electrical hearing aids. They are from 
the collection of the late Dr. Max A. Gold- 
stein, famed otologist and founder of the 
institute. : 

These devices, developed by trial and 
error, took many forms in the effort to com- 
promise between effectiveness and conceal- 
ment. Some, like three-foot telescopic trum- 
pets, surrendered all pretense of camou- 
flage. Others were so hidden that their use 
might not be noticed. The deafened Shah 
of Persia in 1830 had an ornate acoustic 
chair constructed with a large resonator 
concealed beneath the seat from which 
pipes discreetly conveyed sound to his ears.

Multiple sound collecting flower vase was 
made in England in 1802. Six receptors 
pick up conversation from any angle.

teeth, pressed the other end against his 
piano for a tather efficient bone conductor. 
Basic principle of most of these hearing 
devices is a trumpet-like shape that collects 
sound waves much as a funnel channelizes 
water. Oldest hearing aid, and a fair ex- 
pedient even today, is the hand cupped 
behind the ear. This maneuver not only 
increases the sound about 10 decibels (unit 
for measuring relative sound intensities) but 
signals the speaker to raise his voice. 
Well designed as some mechanical 
hearing aids are, none approaches the am- 
wer of modern electronic instru- 
ments. Twenty decibels gain in loudness 
is about the practical limit for non-electrical 
devices, 80 decibels for electrical. In acous- 
tic energy delivered to listener, this means 
the electrical device.is one million times as 
effective as the non-electric. A mechan- 
ical trumpet that might give the same 
acoustic gain as even a moderately power- 
ful electronic instrument would have to be 
large enough to garage an automobile. 
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strument is finished in painted designs and 
gold-plated grilling.

Such a fast-breaking offense, combined with clever ball 
handling, deceptive floor work, strategic scoring plays and 
a tight defense, has put St. Louis University in the 
national collegiate basketball honors. eady the Billi- 
ens have defeated several formidable opponents but they 
face a rugged schedule until the season's end in March. 
Mastermind of St. Louis University’s fine team is Coach 
Eddie Hickey, whose version of the fast break is based on 
the truism that a straight line is the shortest distance between 
two points. On this premise that a player reaches 
territory most quickly by traveling in a straight line, he sends 
on Sgn wage Bi n court as soon as his team gains pos- 
session of the .

Napoleon brandy is poured with a song and flour- 
ish before the statue of Bonaparte in the ee ee Crepes 
suzette soufflees, oceiaatel te in 1920 by J 
owner of the restaurant, are served in semi-darkness to 
emphasize the blue flame of burning selec 
To make these delicate filled pancakes, batter ingredi- 
ents are beaten together with a wire whisk. Thin batter is 
fried in butter in a nineinch skillet. Paper-thin 
are folded over beaten egg whites and set in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for five minutes or until they puff. 
Orange sauce is then poured over the crepes. One ounce 
of brandy for each pancake is warmed, poured and lighted. 
In making the sauce, chopped oranges, sugar and 
water are simmered for 45 minutes. Sauce is removed 
from heat and liqueurs are added. Filling is made by 
whipping egg whites until fairly stiff. Sugar flavoring and 
commercial whip are beaten in until whites are dry. 
INGRED S: For batter: Four egg yolks, one-half 
0 sugar, one cup each of flour, milk and cream, pinch of 
t and one teaspoon anisinthe. For sauce: Two whole 
te one and one-half cups sugar, one cup water, one 
jigger each of cointreau, heavy rum and cognac. For 
filling: Four egg whites, one cup sugar, one teaspoon 
commercial whip, and one ounce orange flower water.
